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THE home millers of Holland made a 
sudden and unexpected attack on the 
free-trade my is month and came 
before the Dutch house of representa- 
tives with a proposal to levy a duty of 
one guilder per 100 kilos on all foreign 
flour imported into the kingdom. The 
friends of free flour bestirred them- 
selves, and, as usual, did ali they could 
for the cause, but the Dutch millers did 
not neglect any advantage and were 
strenuous in impressing upon the public 
mind the justice of their petition, and 
their energetic and intelligent work 














commanded the respect even of their op- 
ponents. As a result, they came very 
near succeeding in their design, the 


motion to levy a duty being lost by a 
very slender majority of five. This has 
greatly encouraged the millers and the 

will doubtless seize the first opportuni- 
ty to again press their claims. The re- 
vision of the tariff will come up this 
winter and will Sg sees | furnish the 
desired occasion. We fear that American 
millers under-estimate the threatened 
danger to their Holland trade. They 
| oe too apt to rely on the traditional free- 
rade policy of that country, forgetful of 
the fact that the millers of the Nether- 
lands possess considerable influence 
and are able to presenta plausible argu- 
ment in favor of their petition, This 
trade is far too valuable to be lost, as 
was the trade of Belgium. It would be 
well for our government to make some 
concessions to Holland in the way of 
the abrogation of duties on Dutch im- 
ports rather than to see a flourishing 
and growing trade in flour destroyed. 


From the beginning, it was evident 
that the scheme of McIntyre to form 
what he hoped would be virtually a 
spring wheat flour trust must include 
the possession of one at least of the 
three large Minneapolis concerns in or- 
der to even approach effectiveness. By 
a flour trust, we mean a combination of 
mills under one management, the aggre- 

ate capacity of which, together with 
their reputation and mane position 
is sufficiently important affect, f 
not control, prices either of wheat or 
flour, or both. There is no question 
that, cenenly a trust in spring wheat 

our was con + py Subsequently 
his was found to be an absurdity, even 
if the promoter obtained all he sought, 
owing to the fact that there was suffi- 
cient milling capacity outside the mill- 
ing centers to prevent any combination 
from dictating prices, and further, that 
this independent capacity would be 
doubled as soon as such a combination 
was formed. Shorn of its power to de- 
press the price of wheat or increase the 
price of flour, there really remained 
nothing in the combination worth hav- 
ing; no advantage in the manufacture 
or sale of flour which would enable it to 
pay dividends on the over-capitaliza- 
ion which the exigencies of Wall street 
demanded. If, however, the great plants 
of Minneapolis with their famous and 
old-established brands could be secured, 
the scheme would possess an attractive- 
ness to the investor which would doubt- 
less induce him to subscribe liberally 
and promptly to the combination’s se- 
curities. 


Ir was therefore announced by the 
touters in New York that all three of 
these important concerns would be in- 
cluded in the McIntyre scheme. Ac- 
cording to these worthies, there was no 
doubt but that they could be had for 
the asking. It was merely a question 
of price, and as McIntyre controlled all 
the money in New York, all he had to 
do was to bid high enough and take the 
plants. The personal factor in the 
transaction was entirely ignored. It 
was not conceivable, from the Wall 
street standard of business morals, that 
any western lout of a miller would have 
any notions of right or wrong, any 
sense of responsibility to his city or 
trade, or aa scruples whatever in re- 
gers to sel ing out to a trust, which 

{cIntyre with his inexhaustible check- 
book could not overcome. Every man 
had his price and there could be no 
possible shadow of doubt that the west- 
ern miller with his baggy breeches, his 
love of money and his awe of New York 
financiers would readily yield to an 
argument sufficiently backed up with 
money. This seemed such a foregone 
conclusion that the New York touters 
did not hesitate, as soon as McIntyre 
mentioned his intention of obtaining 
the mills, to announce it as a fact ac- 
complished. These large plants, they 
shouted, were already secured and the 
great ftiour trust in charge of the 
ever-victorious, wonderfully-successful 
and never-sufficiently-to-be-admired Na- 
poleon of milling, was practically com- 

leted. There would be fine pickings 
rom the carcass of another captured 
American industry as soon as it could 
be pulled down —_ pack and dragged 
to New York. he financial wolves 
began to ~_~ in full cry; their eyes 
glistenedin joyous anticipation; their 
tongues gave forth howls of exultation, 
and there was joy in the wolf’s den over 
the noble gorge which the great, the 
good, the rich, the powerful, the victo- 
rious McIntyre had provided or had 
promised to provide, which was the 
same thing. 


WE have told yo! how this unex- 
pected attack from without found these 
three Loy 4 singularly exposed. Min- 
neapolis has a daily capacity a trifle 
over 66,000 barrels. Of this the Pills- 
bury-Washburn Company produce 25,- 
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000 barrels, the Washburn-Crosby Com- 
pany about 23,000 barrels, the Consoli- 

ated Company about 12,000 barrels. 
Thus all but 6,000 barrels is made by 
three leading plants. Four other con- 
cerns manufacture the remainder of the 
output of the world’s milling center. 
As before stated, it was originally an- 


nounced that the three big plants had 
been practically secured, but this was 
shown to be premature. The stock of 


the Pillsbury-Washburn Company was 
at the time largely owned in England, 
where, in 1889, the company was floated. 
There had been no demand for its secu- 
rities recently and much of its stock 
was scattered about Great Britain in 
the hands of investment and trust com- 
panies and individuals. The holders 
would doubtless be willing to sell at 
anything like a fair price. A large 
amount of it was held in Minneapolis, 
but, if the British holdings could be ob- 
tained, the local interests: would have 
found their position untenable and 
would have been forced to make terms 
with the promoter. The Washburn- 
Crosby Company ‘operated the C. C, 
Washburn mills but did not then own 
the plant. It was owned by the C. C. 
Washburn Flour Mills Company, com- 

osed of the heirs of Governor Wash- 

urn, which corporation leased it to the 
operators. It was known that the lease 
would soon terminate and that the own- 
ers preferred to sell the plant rather 
than lease it. The Consolidated Mill- 
ing Company, the third of this trinity 
of — mills which practically con- 
trolled the output of nneapolis, also 
leased its plant. The owners were the 
stockholders of the Northwestern Con- 
solidated Milling Company, a moribund 
corporation which had been obliged to 
turn over the operation of its mills to 
others, the proceeds going toward the 
liquidation of its liabilities. With the 
particulars of this arrangement we shall 
deal later; but the exposed position of 
the plant will be seen when we state 
that this lease could also be terminated 
shortly, that the stock of the owning 
company was scattered to the four winds 
and most of its holders would gladly 
sell it at a nominal price, inasmuch as 
by the terms of the lease nothing could 
go to the —— in the bite A of divi- 
dends, fixed charges and liabilities hay- 
ing first to be provided for.’ 


THE situation in Minneapolis, so far 
as the large plants were concerned, as 
the foregoing shows, was extremely 
favorable to the plans of the promoter. 
Indeed, it was ideal from the Wall 
street point of view. The managers of 
the plants were not in a position to 
control their ownership; the owners 
were willing to sell, and the peseeenee 
was supposably able to buy. It did not 
seem to require a very high order of 
financial ability to secure the three 
plants so greatly desired and needed to 
earry out the promoter’s plans. It was 
a campaign which ought to have been a 
mere triumphal march for New York’s 
would-be Napoleon of milling. It was, 
in fact, too easy, and if the spirit of 
boastful overconfidence and blind belief 
in New York’s infallibility had not 
been predominant, the trinity of mills 
could have been quietly gathered in be- 
fore their operators knew what was go- 
ing on. Instead of this, however, the 
Wall street pack sent up its cry of boast- 
ing and victory too soon. It was heard 
from New York to Minneapolis. The 
local managers found their concerns al- 
ready made into a trust before they had 
even been consulted. They discovered 
a movement to coerce them into acqui- 
escence with the promoter’s plans, and 
they prepared to defend themselves. 
Suddenly the promoter found out that 
he might meet with opposition upon 
which he had not counted. It seemed 
preposterous that any mere western mill 
manager should dare obtrude his provin- 
cial person before the victorious march 
of a real,live,up-to-date promoter backed 
by all the wealth in Wall street, but so 
it was. The fool westerner actually pre- 
ferred his independence with compar- 
ative gery rather than MclIntyre’s 
control with great riches, unlimited sal- 
ary and half a car of common stock 
thrown in for luck. It was absurd, un- 
heard of, unwarranted, utterly opposed 
to all Wall street precedents. However, 
it would be promptly crushed and there 
would be woe in the camp of those who 
dared oppose the king. 


THEN followed one of the most bare- 
faced attempts to kidnap an industry 
ever known in this country. Every pos- 
sible pressure was brought to bear upon 
the stubborn opponents of the scheme; 
every influence used. Neither money 
nor effort was spared to coerce in turn 
each of the three large plants necessary 
to the success of the scheme; and to de- 
tail the petty tricks,the glittering prom- 
ises and the artful bribes brought into 
requisition to weaken the defense would 
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take more space than is at our disposal. 
Willy nilly, Minneapolis was to be 
forced into line. Failing to obtain the 
trinity of mills at one grasp, as at first 
expected, the determined promoter at- 
tacked them in detail. First in capacity 
was the Pillsbury-Washburn Company, 
and it was the first under fire. A _per- 
sonal trip to England to interview Brit- 
ish stockholders was the first move. 
The result of this was the return of Mc- 
Intyre preceded by his famous 'tWe 
win” cablegram. It was thereupon an- 
nounced that he had won over the Brit- 
ish stockholders to his point of view 
and held the a plant absolutely at 
his mercy. The Minneapolis manage- 
ment dispatched a counter expedition to 
England fully equipped with facts 
which totally upset the work done by 
the New York promoter and turned the 
sentiment against his plan. Meantime, 
enormous quantities of the Pillsbury- 
Washburn stock was purchased by the 
anti-McIntyre interest, and after a 
spirited campaign, the local manage- 
ment of the Pillsbury-Washburn Com- 
pany was able to announce a complete 
victory over the putative trust, and is 
now in full control of its plant, which, 
incidentally, has changed ownership, 
the large majority of its stock being 
now held in the United States by those 
who are pledged to maintain the auton- 
omy and complete independence of the 
company. 


MEANTIME, occurred the visit of King 
Thomas the Wunst, the Napoleon of 
milling, the mighty handler of untold 
millions of Wall street money, to the 
northwest. With the particulars of his so- 
journ our readers are already familiar. 

nstead of strengthening his cause, this 
move weakened it amazingly. Public 
sentiment was aroused and the backbone 
of the defense was stiffened. He retired 
from the field, having completely failed 
in. his mission; nevertheless, he confi- 
dently announced that he would still 
get hold of the plants he coveted and as 
he returned to New York this cry grew 
stronger until, by the time he was again 
safe in Wall street, his strikers, spot- 
ters, touters and henchmen actually be- 
lieved he had been victorious, and con- 
fidently awaited the appearance of his 
eaptives, bound hand and foot to his 
triumphal chariot. They are still wait- 
ing. ‘By the time McIntyre had reached 
home, it was an assured fact that, so far 
as the Pillsbury-Washburn Company 
was concerned, he had lost all chance of 
getting it. 


THE next attack was made upon the 
Washburn-Crosby Company. t was 
recognized that with all three of the 
Minneapolis mills the combination 
might be successful. With twoof them, 
even, its success was not impossible, 
but at least one of them must be secured 
in order to accomplish even approxi- 
mately any of the wonderful things nec- 
essary to fulfill the promoter’s sanguine 
expectations and more especially to re- 
assure investors, actual and prospect- 
ive. The Washburn-Crosby Company 
had 23,000 barrels capacity, the most of 
it leased, as before stated. A determined 
attempt to secure this property was 
made through eastern ge and for a 
time it seemed possible that the pro- 
moter might succeed, but he had already 
failed to get the Pillsbury-Washburn 
Company and his efforts to secure its 
great competitor failed likewise. Mr. 
W. H. Dunwoody of the Washburn 
Company quietly purchased the plant, 
investing nearly a million and a half of 
dollars init. He had been opposed to 
MeIntyre’s scheme from the beginning 
and when the proper time came — an 
effectual finish to the promoter’s hopes. 
Thus the two largest plants with their 
combined capacity of 50,000 barrels 
slipped out of the grasp of the Wall 
street pack, and there was weeping and 
gnashing of teeth in consequence, but 
Minneapolis was made secure in the in- 
dependence of her milling interests and 
the milling trade was saved from a 
combination which might have had al- 
most the power and influence of a trust. 
There remained one of the trinity in an 
exposed situation. 


combination had no 
difficulty in picking up the outside 
properties it wanted. It requires no Na- 
poleonic brain to buy a flour mill which 
the owner is anxious to sell ata price. 
It simply requires the necessary money. 
The owners of the mills at the Head of 
the Lakes were perfectly willing to be 
relieved of their properties, especially 
when they found a cash buyer anxious 
to pay more than they had ever hoped 
to receive forthem, Likewise the owner 
of the Minneapolis mill acquired by 
McIntyre, with its comparatively small 
capacity, very gladly parted with his 
property atthe price offered him. It is

an open secret that any shrewd buyer 
who understood his business and knew 
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the trade, could not only have secured 
the western mills now owned by the New 
York combination but could have pur- 
chased them at from twenty-five to thir- 
ty per cent less than they sold for. The 
prices paid for some of these properties 
are the current cause of much quiet 
amusement in the clubs and hotel lob- 
bies of the northwest, and the sellers are 
still shaking hands with themselves and 
each other on the side. So far, therefore, 
in the purchase of those western prop- 
erties he has succeeded in acquiring, 
the gentleman from New York has not 
displayed the great financial astuteness 
for which his fellow citizens give him 
so much credit. In many instances it 
has been a clear case of unloading at 
a fancy figure and the relieved sellers 
have been put to it to conceal their 
ea satisfaction under the guise of 
ecorous gravity. One ex-miller who 
was lifted out of the slough of despond 
by the fortunate advent of the Napoleon 
of milling, is said to have gone aside, 
with his check in hand, and gazing up- 
on it admiringly, to have said, ''Great 
Scott! Is it possible! And didn’t 
think they grew, even in New York! 
This beats the dear old real-estate days.”’ 


HAVING secured his collection of 
mills, real and otherwise, the Napoleon 
of millin finally bundled them togeth- 
er and offered their securities for sub- 
scription on the New York market. We 
already know the result. Whatever the 


.underwriters may have done, the gener- 


al public did not display any great de- 
gree of hunger for the investment. All 
this time the fate of the third one of the 
big mills in Minneapolis remained un- 
decided. Mr. MelIntyre’s_ striker an- 
nounced in Minneapolis that his great 
and brilliant principal did not want the 
Consolidated plant and did not intend 
to. buy it.~ After signally failing to get 
either of the other two big Minneapolis 
mills, it was evident that the New York 
promoter must at least secure the last 
one or else admit that he was out of the 
game entirely; therefore the public ut- 
terance of his striker did not mislead 
any one who was at all posted. Having 
made the mistake of being too confident 
and over-sanguine before, the Napoleon 
went to the other extreme and his nego- 
tiations for securing his last chance in 
Minneapolis were conducted with that 
ludicrous and ostrich-like secrecy which 
fools nobody. One lesson he had learned, 
and that was the advisability of work- 
ing from the inside rather than from 
without. This time he tried to secure 
the co-operation of the local man- 
agement and, it is said, has succeeded. 
Whether this be true or not will shortly 
develop. The fight is now on for the 
ppncenoten of the last of the three large 
Minneapolis plants. The first two, Mc- 
Intyre has lost; the last one, he may 
win. If so he will gain but 12,000 barrels 
capacity, about half that of either of the 
other mills. With the capacity already 
secured, he will have 16,500 barrels in 
Minneapolis; about one-quarter only of 
the total out-turn of that city; still, he 
will undoubtedly be in a stronger posi- 
tion than at present, and the acquisition 
of this plent will probably help him 
materially in his financial operations, 
although it will not materially delay 
the final and inevitable end. 


THE attack on the Minneapolis mills 
is now concentrated on the Consoli- 
dated, the least of the three, the other 
two being safe. As noted in our last 
issue, a meeting of stockholders of the 
Nortlrwestern Consolidated Milling 
Company is called for next Friday. 
Something will then be determined as 
to the future of the plant, but it is as- 
sumed that MelIntyre, from within and 
without, has secured a strong hold on it 
and inasmuch as it is in a disorganizec 
and chaotic state he may be able to se- 
cure it. In order to have a clear under- 
standing of the present interesting sit- 
uation, it is necessary to briefly review 
the history of this concern. The North- 
western Consolidated Milling Company 
was organized in 1891, mainly through 
the efforts of Mr. A. C. Loring, who had 
been in the milling business in Minne- 
apolis for a number of years and who 
was, and still is, well known in the trade. 
Mr. Loring was the proprietor of the 
Galaxy mill and he labored diligently 
and successfully to bring into one cor- 
poration the following plants: Galaxy, 
Columbia, Crown Roller, Zenith, North- 
western and Pettit mills. Common 
stock was issued to the amount of 
$1,250,000; preferred, to the amount of 
$1,000,000, and to secure working capital, 
$900,000 in bonds. Messrs. Fred C, Pills- 
bury, A. C, Loring, Ernest Zeidler and 
Charles T. Fox were the active managers. 
On the death of Mr. Pillsbury, Mr. John 
Martin, a wealthy lumberman, became 
actively interested in the business. The 
company made some money, but had 
never been able to sell its entire bond 
issue and gradually lost ground owing 
to various causes, Mr, Martin, upon 





taking an active share in the business, 
allowed use of his personal credit, which 
was very high, as the basis for the com- 
pang? oans, and in course of time he 
ound himself liable for a very large 
amount. His desire to” be relieved of 
this financial responsibility led to call- 
ing a halt in the company’s business. 
In October, 1895, the property of the 
Northwestern Consolidated Milling 
Company was leased to a new corpora- 
tion, the Consolidated Milling Com- 
pany. Mr. George H. Christian was 
resident of this company, and Mr. 
ohn B. Gilfillan, Mr, John Martin and 
others on the board of directors. Mr. 
Loring was retained as secretary and 
treasurer. The company’s capital was 
$300,000. It was agreed by the stock- 
holders of the old company that all 
rents, revenue and income accruing to 
it should be turned over to Mr. John 
Martin to reimburse him ‘for liabilities 
incurred by him in behalf of the com- 


pany. 


THE leasing company, handled the 
plant very successfully, making large 
profits. Mr. Christian, the president, 
and Mr. Loring, manager, were the act- 
ive members of the corporation. The 
sum turned over to Mr. Martin under 
the arrangements of the lease. was con- 
siderable, being, it is said, almost 
enough to clear off the old debts. Mean- 
time, stockholders in the — eee 
received no dividends and the stock be- 
came scattered and not long ,since was 
regarded as of slight value. Since the 
McIntyre agitation began, however, sev- 
eral parties interested in the company 
have been buying up the stock quietly. 
A considerable amount was purchased 
at from three to four cents on the dollar, 
some at five cents and later at ten cents. 
It was given out by the purchasers that 
they were gathering in the stock in or- 
der to prevent it from falling into 
MclIntyre’s hands, but it begins to look 
as if it was obtained with an eye to sell- 
ing it to the promoter at a big advance 
and pocketing the difference. During 
the last fortnight there has been a strong 
and active demand for this stock, and, 
within the week, as high as sixty cents 
has been offered for it. The stock has 
long been considered practically worth- 
less, and since the demand sprang up, 
stockholders, who had given up hope of 
ever realizing from it, have been agree- 
ably surprised. Some of them, however, 
are holding for par, believing that Mc- 
Intyre must have it. 


THE plant is bonded for $900,000, and 
McIntyre, it is said, has offered $1,900- 
000 for it. If it is turned over to him at 
this price, or anything near it, the profit 
to the astute gentlemen who bought. the 
stock up at three, four or five cents on 
the dollar will be enormous, Messrs. 
Loring, Gilfillan and Martin seem to 
have the key to the position, and it will 
doubtless be in their power to sell to 
McIntyre or operate the mills them- 
selves. The present arrangement will 
probably be discontinued. Mr. Chris- 
tian is supposed to be willing to join in 
buying the mills, but if he does, will 
desire to be the head of the manage- 
ment. It is not necessary that the plant 
should go to McIntyre, inasmuch as 
there is plenty of capital to be had to 
operate the mills independently, and on 
the showing made since 189% there 
would be no difficulty, probably, in se- 


curing it. A company could undoubt- 
edly be formed to operate the plant, or 
the present stockholders could cancel 


the lease and take charge of the 
business themselves. On the other 
hand, if McIntyre is willing to pay 
cash to the amount named, there is a 
large and immediate profit to those who 
bought up the stock at nominal figures. 
The fate of this plant, therefore, seems 
to be left to Messrs. Loring, Gilfillan 
and Martin. These gentlemen are fully 
aware of the danger to Minneapolis and 
to the milling trade which would come 
through non-resident ownership of this 
plant. They know what the combina- 
tion probably intends to do with the 
Minneapolis brands, if it secures them. 
They realize that the other two leading 
milis have withstood the outside press- 
ure. They are not obliged to sell out 
to McIntyre and thus give him a foot- 
ing in the milling center. On the one 
side is plain, simple, straightforward 
duty; on the other is immediate and 
large gees It will be interesting to 
see which side wins. 


Our readers will remember that at its 
last session the Minnesota legislature 
passed a stringent anti-combination or 
anti-trust bill. The Northwestern Miller 
published extracts from it, with com- 
ments. If this law means anything, it 
is intended to prevent just such trans- 
actions as those which have recently 
been made in the milling trade. We 
learn on the best of authority that the 
attorney general of Minnesota is prepar- 
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ing to begin immediate action under the 
law against several concerns which have 
proceeded to defy it. by selling out to 
combinations organized in other states 
and coming under the provisions of the 
statute. The result of this move will be 
watched with more than local interest. 
If the attorney general is able to make 
his point, it will be rather difficult for 
the newly-organized company to do 
business of any kind in Minnesota.

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The flour output last week decreased 
23,000 bbls. The var | ground was 
241,045 bbls, against. 150,000 in.1898. This 
shrinkage was due to two mills shutting 
down. For the current week, the situa- 
tion is much the same; the two mills 
referred to have resumed work, but two 
others of not as great capacity. have been 
stopped. The production therefore is 
likely to be slightly under 250,000 bbls. 
Most millers experienced quite a good 
demand for flour last week, though all 
did not share in it to the same degree. 
Early in the week, while wheat was 
strong, the domestic trade took flour 
quite well, and the foreigners also want- 
ed more. Sales of Minneapolis mills 
proper approximated ,000 bbls, 
against 290, in the preceding week, 
and 185,000 in 1898, Outside mills ap- 
—_ to have done relatively more 
yusiness than the city mills. Foreign- 
ers took patent more freely and oftener 
approached the manufacturer’s views 
this being most true of Glasgow and 
Liverpool. London was a moderate 
buyer of clear. The weakness in wheat 
has served to check business since Sat- 
urday. With a steady and firm wheat 
market, however, it is believed that for- 
eigners would be fair buyers, and not a 
few millers§ look fora very much im- 
proved business in July. Prices of pat- 
ents are 10c to 15¢c per bbl lower. Clear 
has also suffered somewhat. While the 
latter grade is comparatively scarce, 
many mills being sold ahead, there ap- 
pears to be no very brisk demand, so 
that it is not ‘active. Second clear is in 
fair supply, with the demand: only mod- 
erate.

There is practically no change in the 
situation relating to the. freight hand- 
lers’ strike at Buffalo. There is appar- 
ently no prospect of an immediate set- 
tlement. A large number of vessels 
loaded with flour, etc., are now vin’ in 
the Buffalo harbor unloaded, and itis 
hard to say when they will be able to 
discharge their cargoes. In the mean- 
time, local millers are shipping largely 
all-rail, under the arrangement between 
the. lake-and-rail and all-rail carriers 
permitting the application of lake rates 
via all-rail. The northern roads _ be- 
tween Minneapolis and Superior-Du- 
luth, however, are understood to have 
made vigorous objection,and the all-rail 
lines have given notice that from July 1, 
no more flour will be taken all-rail at 
lake rates. The effect upon the lake 
lines plying via ports like Erie and 
Fairport, which are not affected by the 
strike, is said to have induced them to 
make protest, as it is difficult for them 
to get business at full tariff while all- 
rail rates are on the same basis. With 
the strike unsettled, however, it is hard 
to see how the traffic is to be taken care 
of except via all-rail lines.

Mr. Christensen, of Christensen & Hen- 
derson, Madelia, Minn., was in Minne- 
apolis Wednesday, getting figures on 
the cost of country elevators, about 
three of which his firm will build for 
use in connection with its mill. 


Northwestern mills are today (Tues- 
day) holding patent at $3.90/@3.95, in 
sacks, thirty-day drafts, for delivery in 
Iowa, Illinois and Wisconsin points 
outside of Chicago and Milwaukee; 
bulk shorts and bran at $12.50 in mixe 
cars, thirty-day draft. For cash, 5c per 
bbl and 25c per ton is discounted from 
these quotations. 


August Schwachheim, secretary of the 
Cambridge (Minn.) Milling Co., writes 
that his company is pushing the work 
on its new mill and will have it com- 
pleted by Sept. 15. In the meantime, a 
stock of old wheatis being accumulated 
and it will be the aim to turn out a flour 
of high quality from the start.: The 
company would be pleased to form afew 
good foreign connections. 


W. W. Remington, manager of the 
Grand Forks (N. D. ) Milling Co., has 
been in Minneapolis several days. He 
was accompanied by T. F. Breen, his 
partner, who is engaged in the manu- 
facture of gypsum at Fort Dodge, Iowa. 
Mr. Remington reports the flour trade as 
quiet, though the company enjoys a 
large local demand. The company is 
getting a good deal of wheat from farm- 
ers and it is of exceptionally fine quality. 


W. B. Mohler is defendant in the case 
to be used as a medium for testing the 
constitutionality of the new state law 
providing that all commission men 
shall take out licenses and give bonds, 
Back of him is the Grain Receivers’ 
Association, which will really make the 
defense. No licenses have so far been 
taken out, and there is not likely to be 
before the suit in question has been 
passed upon by the supreme court. The 
defense will attack the law on the 
ground that it is class legislation, and 
interferes with interstate commerce. 


“M. Witsenburg, Jr., a flour importer 
of Amsterdam, Holland, was in Minne- 
apolis from Wednesday to Saturday, 
meeting millers with whom he was 
doing business and forming new con- 
nections. Asa result of his visit, in the 
future he will represent the Eagle Roll- 
er Mill Co. of New Ulm, Minn. Mr. 
Witsenburg states that the growth in 
the consumption of patent in Holland 
is very slow, and that first clear is the 
grade most desired. Of the imports, 
perhaps 5 per cent is patent and 10 per 
cent low-grade. From here Mr. Witsen- 
burg went to Chicago, Saturday, in 
quest of products from oatmeal and 
other cereal mills. 

The supreme court has declined to 
interfere with the indictment or ver- 
dict in the case against Alfred J. 
Berry of Litchfield. The latter as lessee 
of an elevator, was charged with selling 
1,077 bus of wheat belonging to N. M. 
Pierson and then se to him- 
self the proceeds from the sale. Berry 
admitted selling the grain, but claimed 
to not know what had become of the 
money. After his conviction, Berry’s 
counsel attacked the indictment on the 
ground that the storage contract consti- 
tuted a sale. The supreme court holds 
that it was merely acontract of bailment 
and that Berry’s disposal of the wheat 
and appropriation of the proceeds con- 
stitute grand larceny in the first degree. 
The receipts issued by Berry contained 
the clause: ‘tWhich amount and samé 
—_— by grade will be delivered to 
the owner of this receipt or his order.” 
It also provided that the grain should 
be insured for the benefit of the owner 
and that the latter should pay for stor- 
age at a certain rate. 
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Paul Voss, who will be interested in 
the new mill at Echo, Minn., was in Min- 
neapolis two days last week, on business 
relating to the project. The mill is to 
be of 100 bbls capacity and ready for 
operation by Oct. 1. The E. P. Allis Co. 
has the contract, including engine, and 
will introduce the Universal bolter sys- 
tem. Mr. Voss has been head miller 
for the New Ulm Roller Co. during 
eight years, and since one of the latter’s 
mills is saves with the same sys- 
tem, the Allis company regards it as a 


pretty good endorsement for its ma- 
chines to have him buy them for the 
new mill. The Echo mill will be oper- 


ated under the style of the Echo Milling 
Co., and will be handled in connection 
with the mill at Young America, Minn. 
George Schmidt, Albert F. Koch anc 
Mr. Voss being the principals in each. 
Messrs. Schmidt and Koch will look 
after the business, while Mr. Voss will 
have charge of the mechanical depart- 
ment with headquarters in Echo. The 
two mills will have a combined capac- 
ity of 200 bbls and will do ashipping 
business. Therefore, the management 
will be open for an export and eastern 
outlet for part of its product. The Echo 
company will do a considerable business 
in grain shipping and is building an 
8,000-bu elevator in connection with, the 
mill. 

W. M. Meeson of London, who was in 
Minneapolis from Monday until Thurs- 
day night, was particularly interested 
in the red-dog and hominy feed trade. 
He states that red-dog is chiefly used in 
the United Kingdom for feed for cattle, 
and that the market is particularly fickle 
and changeable. One day it may be ex- 
tremely active, absorbing everything 
in sight, and the next becume absolute- 
ly dead. Cotton cake from Egypt and 
rice meal from India are the chief arti- 
cles coming in competition with red- 
dog. If these feed products are poo it 
makes a demand for red-dog; if cheap, 
this feedstuff suffers. Mr. Meeson states 
that the demand for feed in the United 
Kingdom ———| depends upon 
the price of wheat. With wheat selling 
under 30s per qr, the farmer was 
certain to keep his wheat at home, grind- 
ing and feeding it in a chopped condi- 
tion. At 30s or over, the farmer mar- 
keted the grain and bought his feed. 
Variations in the price of wheat thus 
affected the middle-man very seriously. 
While Mr. Meeson came to this country 
ready to buy 5,000 tons of hominy feed, 
he had when here only secured about 
800 tons, and for that had paid a very 
high price. He had visited some eight 
hominy mills and found every one heav- 
ily sold ahead, those parting with any 
feed at all doing it purely out of accom- 
modation to him. Price was no induce- 
ment to them whatever.

The Grand Trunk road on Thursday 
announced a tariff reducing export 
freight rates, Chicago to the Atlantic 
seaboard, 4c on oats and 6c on corn.

On the whole,the weather in the north- 
west during the last week has not been 
unfavorable to the growing wheat. 
Though at some points there has been 
considerable rain, it was chiefly local 
and had no appreciable effect upon the 
crop. The temperature was also cool 
and of the right kind, there being 
enough wind to prevent rust. The plant, 
however, tends to rank growth and is 
tender, and severely hot weather would 
not be the best for it. Therefore, up to 
the present time the crop is in a com- 
paratively promising condition. 

The inspection of wheat received at 

Minneapolis for the week ended with 
Monday was as follows: No. 1 hard, 15 
cars; No. 1 northern, 1,791; No. 2, 492; 
No. 3, 83; rejected, 88; no-grade, 98; to- 
tal, 2,567.

For the first six months of this year 
the Indianapolis mills have turned out 
215,829 bbls of flour, while for the same 
period in 1898. they turned out 165,929. 
All the mills ran last week and the out- 
put amounted to 10,562 bbls. For the 
same week in ’98, 2,090 bbls of flour was 
made, and in 97 the output was 4,401 
bbls. An increase of 2,910 bus of wheat 
was made in the stock in store at In- 
dianapolis, there now being 63,079 bus 
of wheat. Some new wheat was received 
by our local mills during the week, and 
the quality seems to be good. Flour 
trade was rather quiet. Feed continues 
in good demand. The flour output for 
four weeks in June, ending on dates 
given, with comparisons, follow:

FROM THE TRADE—INDIANAPOLIS. 
Arthur Gillet of the Acme Milling 
Co: ‘'*We booked orders for some flour 
during the week, but the bids, as a rule, 
were below a working basis. The flour 
prices, many of them, would net us less 
than the price of the unground wheat, 
We fear the movement of new wheat will 
not be heavy, as farmers generally are 
hoping for better prices, and now talk 
of holding their wheat. The demand 
for feed is quite active and apn are 
somewhat stronger than a week ago.”’ 
Blanton Milling Co: ‘tWe have had 
a fair domestic trade this week in flour 
also in feed. Inquiries for feed anc 
flour for domestic shipment have been 
good. Export buyers are inclined to 
place little reliance in the crop damage 
reports from America; at least they 
write us they consider them exagger- 
ated.

We are having ideal harvest 
weather and farmers are busy cutting 
wheat and it will be some time before 
new wheat is on the market as farmers’ 
corn is very needy and their hay is not 
taken care of yet. We have a fine stock 
of old wheat.”’

Miles & Son, Frankfort: ‘t Wheat that 
is harvested is in good condition. From 
5 to 10 per cent of the old crop still re- 
mains in farmers’ hands. Demand for 
flour for future shipment is slow. We 
are running 10 hours per day. Feed is 
in good request. Splendid weather for 
harvesting and we hope to save the crop 
in splendid condition.”

The only two mills in operation in 
Nashville during the week did a very 
pretty business, though it cannot be 
said that the flour trade has fairly 
opened. An interesting feature of the 
market is the increased export inquiry. 
Both mills made some sales, but the 
Britishers seem to be out of line on 
prices, as most offers were 6d under 
asking prices. The mills have been 
hampered in their domestic trade be- 
cause of local fights among mill men 
farther down south. The mills of this 
section, however, realize this is only 
temporary .and they have no desire to 
enter the contest. The indications are 
very favorable for a good trade in the 
near future.

WHEAT. 


The drouth of the last six weeks, while 
proving detrimental to corn and other 
growing crops, has given wheat-thresh- 
ers an opportunity to get in their work, 
and the result is that much of the crop 
of this state has been threshed and some 
is being marketed, but a very small per- 
centage. 

The city grain inspector reported, 
Saturday, that only twenty cars of 
new wheat had been received. Out of 
the twenty cars eighteen graded No, 2. 
The quality of the wheat being received 
is going to make up lapgely for defi- 
ciency in quantity. I have.not yet seen 
a poor sample, the lowest testing 59 lbs, 
and some ran up as high as 62'% Ibs, to 
the bushel. I was told that there was 
one or two special lots that tested 63 lbs. 
The grain is very dry, bright and per- 
fect. 

Mill men seem to think that not 
one farmer in ten is going to sell his 
wheat in the near future. So far they 
are storing and all seem to realize that 
the shortage in the crop justifies the 
feeling that nothing can be lost by wait- 
ing. 

Reports from threshers still indicate 
the probable shortage in yield, hereto- 
fore predicted. Some crops are really 
falling below expectations. One big 
zrower said, Saturday, that he would 
iave 1,200 bus on the same field that he 
had 5,000 bus in previous year. Occa- 
sionally a few fields are yielding from 
12 to 20 bus per acre, but the general ay- 
erage is from 5 to 10 bus. 

Mill men are not buying freely yet, 
because dealers are paying about 3e 
more for it than old commands. The 
prices are from 738@74ec. 


Bran—The long dry spell has caused 
pastures to dry up so that the expected 
decline in the demand for bran failed to 
materialize. The local demand has been 
enhanced by considerable foreign and 
New England inquiry, and prices have 
firmed up and $12.50 is freely paid. Ship- 
stuff is quoted at $13.50, 

Cornmeal—The demand for meal is 
not very brisk and consequently prices 
are quiet, as follows: Bolted, %ec per 
100 Ibs; pearl, $1; grits, $2.15. 

Corn—Quiet, at 38@40c per bu. 
ceipts are light. 

FROM THE TRADE—NASHVILLE, 


Model Mills: ‘tWe have not bought 
any wheat in the week just past, as we 
are not ready to resume operations, but 
all samples we have seen were dry and 
hard. The shortage in the yield is hav- 
ing a tendency to hold up prices, and 
not one bushel out of ten will, in our 
opinion, be offered for sale. While we 
are notin the market now, the indica- 
tions fora good trade look encourag- 
ing.”’ 

Liberty Mills: ''The mills have really 
bought very little wheat, yet there isa 
local fight on between certain grain 
dealers, which holds up the price 
and we can buy old wheat as cheap as 
new. Our flour trade during the week 
has been very satisfactory; we sold 4,000 
sacks to Liverpool and 2,000 to Havana; 
also 220 short tons of bran for Hamburg, 
Germany. The domestic trade is not so 

ood, e have been unable to do much 
n near-by territory, but are doing some 


Re- 
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business abroad and in distant markets. 
The quality of new wheat is exception- 
ally good, but farmers are disposed-to 
store and wait for .better prices. We 
have received 10,000 bus for storage and 
have bought only one car.” 


Cumberland Mills: ‘There is a big 
demand for feedstuff. We received or- 
ders during the week for 5,000 tons of 
hominy feed, but were unable to fill 
them because of being out of the trade 
just now. We will start our corn-mill 
on July 5. There has been considerable 
inquiry for bran from New England at 
stiff prices,which indicates that there is 
to be little or no decline in millfeed. 
Speculators who are expecting to lay in 
stocks at low figures and hold for a rise 
may not have the golden opportunity 
which they have had in years gone by. 
Inquiry from United Kingdom markets 
has been good, but most offers are below 
prices we care to accept. We have sold 
several thousand sacks for export, but 
not at such profitas we ought to get. Our 
domestic trade has been fair. We are 
running twelve hours and making an 
average of 1,000 bbls a day, all of which 
we are selling.” 

TENNESSEE, 

Columbia Mill & Elevator Co., Colum- 
bia: ‘*Threshing is now in full blast. 
Yield is about 60 per cent of an average 
while the grade is only fair. The very 
dry weather permits harvesting to pro- 
gress under favorable conditions. Quan- 
tities of grain will be held by farmers. 
We are paying about 68@70c for No. 2. 
The flour trade is quiet as yet, the mar- 
ket apparently holding its breath, wait- 
ing for general offerings before buyers 
come in freely.” ‘ 

Morristown Mills, Morristown: ‘''De- 
mand for flour is limited and prices in 
the south are demoralized. Evidently 
some mills have stocks of flour and 
want to get rid of them before new 
wheat comes in. Harvest is about over 
in this section. Wheat is better in qual- 
ity and yield than was. anticipated, 
Eastern Tennessee crop is safe, and we 
estimate two-thirds of the usual crop. 
There is a general disposition on part 
of growers to sell from machines.” 

Lenoir Milling Co., Lenoir City: 'tThe 
flour trade is improving and the mills 
are up with their orders. ‘Trade gener- 
ally is in a better condition than thirty 
days ago, and prices are better. Farm- 
ers are threshing, and the wheat, in 
quality, is turning out good. There is, 
however, less than three-fourths of a 
crop, compared with last year. We are 
running only on half time. Corn crop 
»yrospects are fine; never better. Flour 
is lower than usual, compared with the 
price of wheat. The farmers are selling 
their wheat at present prices.”’ 

OTHER SOUTHERN STATES, 

Asheville Milling Co., Asheville, N. 
C: "The wheat crop in western North 
Carolina is prospectively the poorest 
for years, and the yield will not be over 
50 per cent as compared with last year.” 

Herston Milling & Mill Supply Co., 
Martinsburg, W. Va: ‘''The wheat crop 
in West Virginia is looking finely, and 
as far as my judgment goes it will turn 
out good. There is a100-bbl flour mill 
in our town being remodeled. It will 
start about June 28. Mill-building is 
flourishing and the future looks bright.” 

CROP PROSPECTS, 

The following specials from surround- 
ing counties give some idea of the crop 
situation. The statements contained in 
these are borne out by reports from 
other sections and can be applied to the 
entire state: 

Lynnville—Wheat threshing has _ be- 
gun throughout this section, The yield 
will not be one-third of a crop. Farmers 
are very despondent over the prospects, 
The corn crop is being damaged by the 
heat and drouth. 

Quebeck—The ground is getting dry 
and hard and there is little prospect of 
rain. Crops are suffering, more espe- 
cially garden vegetables. The wheat 
harvest is over. The Sparkman-Bossou 
Threshing Co, started its machines to- 
day. 
Viola—Wheat threshing is under head- 
way here. Wheat is only a good half 
crop and the farmers are a little blue 
over the matter. 

Nolensville—The farmers in this sec- 
tion of the country have about finished 
cutting wheat and many have threshed. 
The drouth still continues unbroken. 
All kinds of vegetables are greatly in 
need of rain. 

Harpeth—Wheat is threshing out very 
light, not a half crop. It has now been 
nearly seven weeks since this section 
has had a seasonable rain. Corn and 
all vegetation is suffering. 

Burns—Wheat harvesting was com- 
pleted last week and threshing is well 
under way at present. The crop will 
not be over one-half of previous years. 
The corn crop looks very promising. 
In a portion of Dickson county no rain 
has fallen in six weeks, and in that part 
vegetation is almost dried up.

J. A, Jones is building a 60-bbl mill 
at Little Lot, Tenn. 

Charles Campbell of Limestone,Tenn., 
is improving his mill. 

B. F. New & Bro.’s new mill at Car- 
rollton, Ga., has been put in operation.

A storm in the western part of this 
state, on the night of June 23, unroofed 
the flour mill at Hollow Rock, owned 
by the J.J. Stenick heirs. The storm 
also did much damage to corn, wheat 
and other crops. Several fields of wheat, 
where the grain had been harvested, 
were swept clean, the bundles being 
blown away.

The St. Louis flour market again pre- 
sented a very fair condition during the 
week just passed, with outlook for con- 
tinued active trade in hard and soft 
flour during the month of July. Millers 
here claim that this year presented an 
unusual condition, in that export sales 
at the tail end of the crop were very 
much heavier than for months prior to 
June. The export business last week in 
St. Louis aggregated 20,000 sacks, in- 
cluding sales to British and Scottish 
points, continental ports and Central 
America, The Central and = South 
American trade made by a St. Louis 
mill has been quite active for some 
time. The current quotations by mills 
here show a decline of 3d_ to 6d on flour 
to the export trade, and 1l5c to 20c per 
bbl for domestic. 

¥* * 

During the week the best patents in 
this territory were quoted to foreign 
buyers at 24s 6d; extra fancy, 22s 6d; 
and hard wheat patent, 22s 3d. These 
quotations are c. i. f. net to Liverpool. 
In the domestic trade business was not 
quite so active, although there was con- 
tinued buying from the south and a 
small volume of business to the east. 
The inactivity in the domestic business 
did not stimulate prices, but reduced 
the quotations from day to day. Prin- 
cipally, sales of extra fancy were made 
at $3.40 and the — at $3.657@3.70. 
The principal mills were all fairly act- 
ive, the output of the St. Louis and 
East St. Louis mills for the week being 
25,900 bbls, against 26,500 the week be- 
fore. The output of the mills whose 
product is sold from St. Louis was given 
at 43,400 bblIs, against 42,000 a week ago.

WHEAT, 

Receipts of wheat in St. Louis are 
heavy at the end of the crop, amounting 
for the week, to 127,731 bus, against 128,- 
672 bus last week; 20,242 a correspond- 
ing week last year, 43,110 in ’97, 142,344 
in ’%. Shipments were 40,180 bus, com- 
pared with 48,110 last week; 23,775 in 
¥8. Stocks, strange to say, are on the 
increase and now amount to 321,481 bus, 
against 283,772 last Saturday, and only 
22,183 for a corresponding week last 
year, and 72,760 in 1895, 

The principal feature in the St. Louis 
wheat market was the increase in stocks, 
and the growing stock of No. 2 red 
wheat in elevators,which is not wanted. 
The grade market was dead and No, 2 
red, held atle to “%e under the July 
price, was in no demand, 

The local conditions that affected the 
speculative market were bullish from 
the heavy receipts flowing in at western 
markets.

Mill- 
ing Co. was in St. Louis during the 
week, superintending the regrinding of 
the rolls for his company and also pur- 
chasing some new machinery. 

The first car of new Tennessee wheat 
was received in St. Louis during the 
week. Cutting in southern Illinois has 
been in poste for over a week and it 
is expected next week that new wheat 
from some of the early sections of the 
southern district in this state will be 
received in St. Louis. 

The Operative Millers’ Convention 
which was held at Evansville, Ind., 
Thursday, Friday and Saturday, drew a 
large attendance from St. Louis and sur- 
rounding territory. A special train left 
St. Louis Monday night which, in its 
course to Evansville, carried not less 
than seventy-five conventionists. 

J.C. Fears, chief grain inspector at 
New Orleans, was in St. Louis Saturday, 
having made atrip through Tennessee, 
Missouri and Kansas. Mr. Fears says 
that he was astonished at the improve- 
ment in the crop in these states and 
claims that the Tennessee wheat is of 
fine quality and that Kansas will have 
40,000,000 bus of wheat. 

Proctor Taylor of the Taylor Bros. 
Milling Co., Quincy, I1l., spent Wednes- 
day and Thursday in St. Louis. He re- 
— the winter wheat crop in the terri- 
ory adjacent to Quincy as being inade- 
quate for a mill the size of the Taylor 
plant. Itis probable that with a good 
western crop this mill will operate on 
hard wheat the coming year. 

The Pulaski Milling Co. of Little Rock , 
Ark., has been incorporated with a capi- 
tal stock of $50,000, of which $10,000 is 
subscribed, The incorporators are J. 8S. 
Eggleston, T.C, Potts, Dan Daniel, C. L. 
Gordie and the Fort Smith Grain Co. 
The company intends to erect the mill 
for the manufacture of flour and meal, 
do a general business, and buy and sell 
grain. 

The St. Louis Merchants’ Exchange 
has received notice that the trade ex- 
changes hereafter, in considering the 
visible supply tables of grain, will, 
after July 1, include the stocks of grain 
in the markets of New Orleans, Galves- 
ton, Port Arthur and Ft. William, and 
will omit from the estimates the stocks 
at Albany, Oswego and Cincinnati. 

George Postel and Julius Postel of the 
P. H. Postel Milling Co., Mascoutah, 
Ill., spent several days in St. Louis and 
state that while the crop is not large in 
central Illinois, as a general thing the 
wheat is of good quality. The Postel 
millers believe that it will be much 
easier to mill at a profit with good mill- 
ing wheat than it would be on a larger 
crop of poor quality, as has happened 
several times in this territory. 

W.H. Wulze, manager of the Camp 
Spring Milling Co., Nashville, IIl1., is 
encouraged over the milling outlook, as 
the crop is developing much better than 
was anticipated some time ago. Mr. 
Wulze is a great believer in using new 
varieties of seed and has taken pains to 
educate the farmers to the use of it. 
Wherever the new seed wheat has been 
used the results are satisfactory. The 
trouble is to interest the farmers, The 
prospects for the Camp Spring Milling 
Co, the coming year in, both the export 
and domestic trade are very good, 

The meeting of the Missouri state 
board of railroad and warehouse com- 
missioners was held in St. Louis Thurs- 
day. The question of a uniform system 
of grain inspection for St. Louis and 
East St. Louis, which has been agitated 
by the St. Louis Merchants’ Exchange 
for some time, was brought up for dis- 
cussion. At present there is a difference 
in the rules for the inspection of No. 2 
red wheat on each side of the river, 
which has caused a great deal of friction 
in the local grain trade, and this trouble 
will probably be eliminated as the con.- 
missioners will report in favor of uni- 
form inspection and grading and will 
take the matter up with the Illinois 
authorities. 

The St. Louis Merchants’ Exchange 
has in contemplation the establishment 
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of anew wheat grade in this market, 
No. l red. At present, in East St. Louis 
the No. 2 grade of red wheat is allowe 
a5 percent mixture of hard wheat and 
is deliverable on contract in St. Louis 
where the No. 2 red grade is established 
as pure soft wheat. This has caused a 
great deal of trouble and it is proposed 
that the No, 2 red wheat in the St. Louis 
market shall consist of a similar wheat 
to the East St. Louis grade, containing 
a 5 per cent mixture and that a new 
grade of No.1 wheat shall be established 
in St. Louis without the 5 per cent mixt- 
ure and consisting wholly of pure 
wheat. 

D. J. Hayes, manager of the Little 
Rock Mill & Elevator Co., was in St. 
Louis several days during the week, in 
attendance at the convention of the Blk 
lodges. The Little Rock lodge, of 
which Mr. Hayes is a member, was 
equipped with the most original age 
and the most original lodge yell. The 
badge was a colored enameled map of 
the state on a flag, the map showing the 
rivers and towns in colors. Suspended 
from the map was a miniature bale of 
cotton. The lodge yell received the at- 
tention of every one along the line of 
march. Mr. Hayes, coming into the city 
to attend the convention, paid little at- 
iention to business here. The mill at 
Little Rock is enjoying a good trade and 
has been thriving under Mr. Hayes’ 
management, 

In regard to the unsettled condition of 
rates from the Mississippi and Missouri 
rivers, Commissioner anlandingham 
of the Merchants’ Exchange said that 
several time within the last few years 
temporary rates have been in effect from 
the east to the Missouririver; also, with 
the combination of the local rates 
through East St. Louis. At such times 
St. Louis merchants were taken care of, 
but at present the merchants operating 
on a strictly tariff basis, both east 
and west of the river, are getting the 
worst of the situation. The railroads 
claim that lines which are participating 
in these through rates are pro-rating 
through from the eastern seaboard to 
the Missouri river. If these conditions 
coninue it will mean a necessity for 
lower rates into and outof St. Louis, 
both east and west of the Missouri river. 
The 95e scale from New York to Kansas 
City is declared to be reasonable by the 
railroads, but it is certain that the 87e 
scale from New York to East St. Louis 
is unreasonable. If the lines through 
‘Texas can haul Missouri river business 
2,900 to 3,100 miles for the 95e scale, the 
$1.30 seale from St. Louis to Texas points, 
one-quarter the distance, is an unreason- 
ably high one. The lines to the Mis- 
souri river, via Galveston, are unnatu- 
ral and will be rate disturbers so long 
as they are permitted to continue in the 
Missouri river traffic. 

That grain is being carried right along 
at unprofitable rates, as was stated be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion in St. Louis last week, was shown 
by the evidence given at the meeting of 
the Texas railroad commission in Aus- 
tin, June 21. It was determined at that 
meeting that some adjustment of the 
state grain rate should be made. The 
l0e export rate from Kansas City to Gal- 
veston is now in effect. It is expected 
that a readjustment of the grain rate 
from Kansas City to Galveston will be 
secured and will go into effect July 1. 
This rate is 1l%e on grain and 1l5¢c on 
wheat, and the rate from Kansas City 
points le less per 100 Ibs than the sum 
of the locals into Kansas City and the 
rate out from Kansas City. It was stated 
that the existing rate of le from Kan- 
sas City made it unprofitable for the 
railroads, but that it was carried, partly 
to meet competition, via the Atlantic 
seaboard and partly to keep Galveston 
before the grain people as a desirable 
export point, which was justifiable ata 
time when there was no demand for roll- 
ing stock. President Harrison of the 
Texas Grain Dealers’ Association stated 
that the adjustment of the rates on the 
basis as given above would be satisfac- 
tory to the association, also that the as- 
sociation was satisfied with the Texas 
local rate and that there was no fight on 
with the millers, but that he was of the 
opinion that the prevailing difference of 
he per 100 lbs between the Kansas City 
and the Texas export rate was too great.

Co., Wells, Minn: ‘The 
growing crops seem to be in excellent 
condition, notwithstanding the great 
amount of rain in the past few weeks. 
Our flour trade is increasing and better 
prices are being obtained. The demand 
for clear, bow grades and feed is greater 
than we can supply and at fair prices. 
Expect soon to have a trade in our pa- 
tent equal to our cupacity, and will 
then have more feed and low grade to 
offer. Mr. Ketzeback has been ill for 





the past four weeks, but at present is 
slowly improving.”’ 
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The flour market was surrounded last 
week by about the same conditions 
which governed the trade of the week 
before, and the business done was of a 
similar character. The domestic trade 
was featureless, being confined to scat- 
tering orders of a local nature,with some 
fair sales to eastern and southern mar- 
kets. Millers generally complained 
more or less of light business, but on 
the whole the domestic business is as 
good if not better than is to be expected 
at this season, and not a little of the ob- 
jecting is due to something of a habit 
formed during the long dull season. 
Soft wheat millers report fair sales 
south, and millers in the southern part 
of Kansas poh res ota | located re- 
yort a very good trade in that direction. 

here were a good many sales for export 
but the total was much’ less than that of 
the week before and there was less inter- 
est in the trade. London bids for hard 
patents are 22s 6d, but not all millers 
are willing to sell at that price. More 
want 23s or higher. Straights are quoted 
by exporting mills 22s or more, London, 
and clears 19s 6d@20s. In three cases 19s 
was bid for this grade Saturday, and all 
were refused, sellers wanting 6d to Is 
more. Practically all the interest cen- 
ters in the London market, though some 
cabling is being done with both Liver- 
1001 and Glasgow. Nothing coming 
rom the continent seems to be of inter- 
est.

The strong demand for bran from the 
east which began three weeks ago con- 
tinued through last week, and buyers 
there seemed more anxious to secure 
stuff from prompt or forward shipment 
than at any time since the buying began.

There isa 
fair southern demand for corn goods, es- 
pecially chop feed, on a decline of 2c 
since a week ago,

WHEAT, - 

Receipts of wheat during the week just 
closed were phenomenally large, being 
two-thirds of a million bushels, com- 
pared with less than 50,000 during the 
corresponding week of last year. On 
Saturday, especially, was the heavy 
movement evident, the receipts on that 
day being 314 cars. Much of the wheat 
that came in, however, had been bought 
to arrive and was delivered on contracts, 
so that the amount offered for sale was 
not as great as the receipts indicate. 
Millers did not take as great proportion 


of the arrivals as usual, but were in the 
market on most days for moderate 
amounts. Eastern shippers and export- 
ers took the bulk of the stuff. The mar- 
ket was generally governed by the big 
decline at speculative centers. Futures 
here declined less than elsewhere, and 
the cash market did not go down quite, 
asfaras at other places. There was a 
decline, however, of 3c to 4c for the week. 

Receipts of wheat for the week were 
629,850 bus, against 261,950 the week pre- 
vious, and 390,650 two weeks before. 

Shipments were 27,650 bus, against 
230,350 the week previous, and 167,050 
two weeks before. 

Wheat in store at the beginning of the 
week was 1,188,400 bus, a decrease of 
7,000 bus, from the week previous, and 
an increase of 141,000 over two weeks be- 
fore.

FROM THE TRADE—KANSAS. 


Colburn Bros., McPherson: 'tWe have 
as yet had no particular experience in 
the matter of trade to the eastern states. 
We have that business yet to learn.”’ 

The I. M. Yost Mill Co., Hays City 
and Kansas City: ‘'The results we ex- 
perience in selling flour in the east are 
very satisfactory and we credit a help 
toward this tothe Northwestern Miller.”’ 

Stafford Milling Co., Stafford: ‘'We 
have made no effort for eastern trade 
since starting. It would seem to us 
that there is room for considerable Kan- 
sas flourin the east, and we anticipate 
making some effort to get a trade from 
there next fall.” 

Johntz Bros., Abilene: ''We have not 
made a very strong effort to work ws a 
trade in the Atlantic states, but we think 
a considerable amount of Kansas flour 
could be sold there to the advantage of 
all parties concerned, under a just and 
equitable freight rate.” 

The Cain Mill Co., Atchison: 'tWe 
have never had much trade in the north 
Atlantic states, but in New York and 
thereabouts we have found a very nice 
business possible. We believe that the 
use of Kansas flour in the north Atlan- 
tic states would increase largely if it 
were pushed,”’ 

Eagle Milling Co., Newton: ''We have 
made some efforts to introduce our flours 
into Atlantic markets and have met with 
reasonable success. We are just begin- 
ning in business and realize that strong 
and continued efforts are necessary to 
gain a foothold in that market. We are 
confident, however, that when once es- 
tablished Kansas flour will stay, and 
that the consumption of it at present is 
small compared with what it can and 
will be made in the near future.’’ 

OCEAN RATES. 

There is very little change in ocean 
freights from a week ago. A rate of 20c 
to London still holds as the lowest re- 
ported obtainable, though some ship- 
pers say this price is not the bottom, 
The advance in inland tariffs announced 
to be effective July 1 is a good deal 
commented on by those interested in 
through rates since of course by the 
Gulf lines agreeing it will mean higher 
exports rates. Through rates, Kansas 
City to the ports named, via New York, 
are quoted unchanged from a week ago,

E. French of L. Christian & Co., 
Minneapolis, June 24: ''We found a fair 
amount of business during the week 
and sold our output. The break in 
wheat in the latter part of the week 
seemed to shake the confidence of the 
flour buyers and orders were very much 
reduced in consequence, The demand 
for the clear grades abroad has improved 
and importers are ready buyers at a 
small concession from the asking prices. 
The big liquidation of the July longs 
has resulted in establishing a carrying 
charge from the July old wheat into the 
new crop, at the same time the cash has 
been selling at about “4c to le over the 
July price. When this liquidation in 
July is once over, we think an advance 
of 5e per bu will probably follow, On 
declines like the present, purchases of 
old patent will very likely prove to be 
good property. The situation of the 
growing crop here has not materially 
changed for the week,”’ 





H. V. White, H. V. White & Co., 
Bloomsburg, Pa: ‘'Within a few days 
I have been as far west as Pittsburg and 
Buffalo and on my trips have passed 
through the best wheat-growing section 
of Pennsylvania, From what 1 observed 
and-could learn, the crop of this state 
will not be over 75 per cent of an aver- 
age. Both spring and winter flours are 
selling freely with us to the near-by 
trade at good prices. We have no need 
for export just now to keep our mill 
busy. Feed is selling at good figures 
and but little stock has accumulated. 
As our near-by wheat crop promises to 
be quite good, we anticipate a busy run 
during the entire season,” 
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The strike situation at Buffalo contin- 
ues, and while the flour production here 
has been lessened somewhat owing to 
this trouble, the lake lines have agreed 
to haul flour from the mills at the same 
rate all rail as via the lakes. This assur- 
ance the millers are pleased to receive, 
and two of the mills are running to- 
day, but only one was in full operation 
all of last week. The price of flour, 
spring grades, is nominally 5c lower, 
namely, $4.15@4.20 New York City for 
Chicago patents, compared with $4.25 a 
week ago; and $3.50 bulk Chicago, com- 
pared with $3.60 last week. The mills 
in the northwest have, as a rule, held 
prices the same as they were, first pat- 
ents ranging from $3.60@3.80, jute, and 
clears $2.45@2.65. Spring wheat clears 
of good quality are scarce, and more 
eould have been sold here had such 
grades been more plentiful. The larger 
buyers in Chieago have not been mak- 
ing offers very liberally, and with the 
millers being none too anxious to make 


sales, the trade remains moderately 
quiet.

booked. The millfeed situation is even 
better than of late, as noted in another 
department.

The week just past was a dull one in 

milling circles. Buyers, both domestic 
and foreign appear to be out of the mar- 
ket and there was little trade in either 
line. Under such a state of affairs the 
millers find the benefit of being sold 
ahead, since their shipping directions 
on such sales serve to keep the mills 
running, though there is in some cases 
a direct loss, on account of changes in 
the market. 
’ What trade there was during the last 
few weeks was in the domestic line. 
There have been no calls for flour for 
export. The railroad rates on flour from 
Milwaukee to the seaboard are so much 
higher than the rate on export wheat 
that the margin which should go to the 
American miller is given to the Euro- 
pean miller, a reversal of our system of 
ae ogg as applied to imports. The 
3ritish millers can make money now 
buying American wheat and grinding 
it, the difference in the rates of freight 
giving him a good margin. 

Early in the week flour was held on the 
basis of $4.20@4.30 for the best patents in 
wood, but the market was so weak on 
Tuesday that the millers reduced their 
prices 5c per bbl and stood anxiously 
watching the market. The farther decline 
in wheat caused a reduction again Satur- 
day to the basis of $4.067@4.15,with clears 
at $3.05@3.15, but slow of sale. 

Notwithstanding the conditions of the 
market the production of flour by the lo- 
eal mills increased considerably during 
the week and is now about at the nor- 
mal stage. The output of the week was 
2,850 bbls greater than of the previous 
week. It was also 6,780 bbls greater 
than the production of the corresponding 
week of last year, and 2,618 bbls greater 
than the production of the correspond- 
ing week of 1897.

F. H. Magdeburg, Gem mill: 'tWe had 
to close down Monday to fix a refractory 
flue, and it would probably be about as 
well if we had not been able to start 
again, the way the market stands. There 
is no money in flour now, and the mill- 
er is simply laboring for other people.” 

Every miller has about the same story 
to tell as to the condition of the market. 
The Reliance mill is the only idle one 
in the city, but according to the state- 
ments of some of the other managers 
they would prefer to be idle, The fol- 
lowing are some of the opinions: 

John F. Kern, Eagle mill: ‘'We are 
running on half time, but it would be 
better if we were idle. Milling has not 
paid for some time and trade is worse 
now than at any time during the season. 
If there is not an improvement soon we 
will probably close down and wait for 
it.” 

William Manegold, Reliance mill: 
*tWe are idle, 1 am happy to say, and I 
am of the opinion that others wish they 
were the same. With no trade there is 
no use of running, and the market does 
not pay now for the cost of making flour. 
We shall remain idle until the condi- 
tions improve.”’ 

L. Deetjen, Daisy mill: ‘'We are run- 
ning on full time, as usual, but would 
like to see trade better. We find it ad- 
visable to make flour even though we 
have to store it in such dull times, as 
we are then able to take full advantage 
of the improvement when it comes. The 
Daisy mill never shortens production 
except when it is necessary to stop for 
repairs.”’ 

William Faist, Duluth mill: ‘*We in- 
creased during the past week from 950 
bbls a day to about 1,700, Trade is very 
dull of late and I do not know what will 
come of the situation. This is the rocky 
time of the year for millers, as the price 
of wheat for the next year has not been 
established and much depends on the 
crop developments of the next few 
weeks.”’ 

Walter Stern, Atlas mill: ‘tWe are 
running on full time but the conditions 
of trade hardly warrant it. If it were 
not that we had been closed down last 
month making extensive repairs and 
thus used up our stock of flour very 
close we would probably be on short 
schedule now. Trade is very dull, and 
the condition of the wheat market the 
last week has made matters worse. 
With the danger of lower prices for flour, 
dealers will not come into the market 
unless they are compelled to, and then 
they buy only small amounts to carry 
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them over until the market is in their 
favor.”

STEAMSHIPPING NOTES, 


Another steamship line is about to 
make this port its terminus, and to 
maintain a service between this port 
and New York. The first sailing will 
be the steamer Allen Joy. The steamer 
Rosedale, a propeller vessel of about 938 
tons gross register, will also be placed 
in the new service. The company is the 
Joy 8S. 8S. Co. which has previously 
maintained a regular service between 
Providence and New Haven and New 
York. 

A novel structure is now being erected 
at Montreal by the Dominion Coal Co., 
for the storage of coal. This plant is 
the first of its kind in this country, and 
is being constructed on plans drawn by 
a Boston man. The structure will be 
500 feet —_ and 30 feet wide, and after 
it is completed it will be . possible to 
load three solid train-loads of coal, 
amounting to 6,000 tons at the same 
time, while a coal vessel of 4,000 tons 
can be unloaded in eight hours. The 
building is being constructed of steel 
and will cost about $100,000. The com- 

any will shortly erect a similar build- 
ing in this city. 

The work of floating the British 
steamer Gallia, ashore in the St. Law- 
rence river, will probably be finished 
this week. The stern of the vessel was 
in clear water on Wednesday, and little 
remained to be done towards getting the 
vessel off. It is thought that the steamer 
will not have to be placed in dock, as 
her hull is apparently but little dam- 
aged. Pilot Zephirin Bouille, the St. 
Lawrence river pilot who was in charge 
of the British steamer when she ran 
aground, and whose certificate was sus- 
pended for a period of two months b 
the harbor commissioners of Montreal, 
has tendered his resignation as a pilot, 
accompanying which was a letter in 
which the action of the commissioners 
was severely criticized. The resigna- 
tion has been accepted. 

The four-masted steamship Norseman 
which ran ashore on the rocks o 
Marblehead Neck in March while bound 
from a to this port, and was 
subsequently floated, brought here and 
temporarily repaired, was disposed of 
at public auction last Thursday. The 
bidding was confined to two or three 
parties. The first bid received was 
$10,000 and the bids then advanced to 
$14,000. E. F. Luckenbach of NewYork, 
and A. V. Kaiser of Philadelphia, con- 
tinued bidding, raising the price $25 
each bid until the sum of $17,250 was 
reached, at which figure the steamer was 
knocked down to Mr. Kaiser. The sale 
includes besides the vessel, which is 
free and clear of all encumbrances, all 
the stores, 300 tons of coal, and four life- 
boats. The refrigerator plant was not 
included in the sale and will be removed 
from the vessel. Mr. Kaiser, the pur- 
chaser, is a dealer in iron and steel at 
Philadelphia, and it is his intention to 
take the vessel around to that port and 
break her up for old metal. The price 
received for the vessel was considered 
by those present about all she is worth 
in her present condition,

STEAMSHIPPING NOTES. 


The Atlantic transport liner Montana, 
which was disabled at sea by a broken 
shaft, passed the Lizard on Friday in 
tow of the British steamship Elderslie, 
bound to Falmouth. 


According to reports brought in by al- 
mostevery captain completing a voy- 
age from Europe, a vast amount of float- 
ing ice is adrift on the Atlantic and di- 
rectly in the track of shipping. 


A press dispatch says that the Ocean 
Line steamship Chattahoochee, from 
New York for Savannah, returned to 
the former port yesterday in distress, 
the result of an accident to her boiler. 


The Steamships Antillian and Colum- 
bian have been added to the Philadel- 
hia-Hamburg service of the Atlantic 
ransport Line. The Antillian sailed 
from Hamburg for this port on June 15, 


The British steamer Balmoral, Cap- 
tain McRitchie, running in the service 
of the Philadelphia Line, which sailed 
for London on June 8, signaled at 
Dungeness on Friday that she was un- 
controllable. She subsequently pro- 
ceeded to her destination in tow. 


The anxiety felt for the safety of the 
British steamship Ethelwold, which 
broke down at sea while bound from 
Philadelphia to Port Antonio, has been 
set atrest by a cablegram announcing 
the vessel’s safe arrival at Nassau, Ba- 
hama islands. The damage to the Ethel- 
wold is a break in the thrust-shaft back 
of the collar—a difficult, if not impos- 
sible, repair job at sea. 


The British steamship Samoa, one of 
the largest —— boats afloat, has been 
chartered to load grain at one of the 
north Atlantic range ports to a port in 
the United Kingdoin or continent. She 
will take at least 375,000 bus of grain in 
her hold. She is 445 feet long, 52 feet beam 
and 23% feet depth of hold, and registers 
6,839 gross tons, This big vessel hails 
from Liverpool and has heretofore al- 
most exclusively traded from southern 
ports. It is probable that she will load 
at either Norfolk or Newport News. 

Friday and Saturday the directors of 
the Maritime Exchange made their usual 
annual inspection tour of the Delaware 
river and bay. The trip was made on 
the tug Imperator and the party includ- 
ed a number of congressmen and other 
government officials as well as invited 
guests from other cities. The various 
reporting stations of the Exchange were 
visited and the needs of the river were 
explained to the congressmen who were 
present, especial attention being given 
to the shoals, which remain an obstacle 
to the 30-foot channel from this city to 
the sea. 

The International Navigation Co. has 
issued a tastefully gotten up booklet 
descriptive of its Philadelphia-Liver- 
pool service. It describes in detail a 
number of inexpensive tours and tells 
of a hundred and one things which the 
intending traveler so much wants to 
know in advance. The exact cost of 
travel through England and the conti- 
nent is given, as well as all of the chief 

oints of interest to be reached. Every 
fine of the thirty-four pages is brim full 
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of such information as is calculated to 
make a trip abroad the least expensive 
as well as the most enjoyable. 

A. V. Kaiser of this city, acting in the 
interests of other investors here, has 
bought the British steamer Norseman, 
now at Boston, for about $17,000. The 
Norseman stranded on Marblehead 
Neck while en route from Liverpool to 
Boston on March 29, and was floated 
April 6, with a large hole in her bow 
and another amidships. She was tem- 
porarily repaired and towed to Boston. 
On May 22 she was fioated out of dry- 
dock in that city, repairs having cost 
$6,000, No agreement could be reached 
between the owners and the underwrit- 
ers, and it was recommended that the 
vessel be sold at publie auction. Her 
acquisition for such a small sum is re- 
garded asa particularly advantageous 
bargain. Sheis an iron, single-screw, 
bark-rigged steamship of 2,834 tons. Her 
dimensions are: Length, 392 feet; beam, 
12 feet, and depth, 32 feet. 

A dispatch from New York says that 
Henry B. Plant, the '' King of Florida,”’ 
and the founder and president of the 
system of railroad and steamship lines 
that bear his name, died at his resi- 
dence, No. 586 Fifth avenue, in that city 
on the 23d. Mr. Plant was nearly eighty 
vears old. He was born at Branford, 
Conn., Oct. 27, 1819. He entered the ex- 
press business in 1837, and in 1858 went 
south as superintendent of the Harn- 
don Express Co. In 188) he purchased 
the Charleston & Savannah railway. 
Later he organized the Plant Invest- 
ment Co, and obtained control of the 
mail steamship line between Port Tam- 
pa, Key West and Havana. The Plant 
system now includes thirteen railway 
and steamship lines, and the company 
operates six large hotels in the south. 
During the war with Spain the Plant 
system was paid many millions of dol- 
lars by the government for transporta- 
tion of troops and equipment.

With wheat at present figures 
there is nothing in this to warrant a 
heavy output.

In the city flour trade there is a firm- 
er feeling, especially, as one miller puts 
it, as the sales are as large as they are 
and with the bakers fighting and sell- 
ing their goods largely at cost. Nobody 
ean make a living in the baking trade 
unless he can buy a great part of his 
flour at cut prices. The fact that some 
of the Minneapolis millers are willing 
to sell their flour in this way is all that 
is in their favor now. The grain trade 
is slow. Some of the dealers try to see 
a weekly improvement in it, but most 
of them are saying anything but cheer- 
ful things of it. There is always some 
special condition of the trade, a cut in 
freights or a failure of the market to 


line vp properly, east and west Just 
now there is a freight cut to meet. The 


strike here has done what it could to up- 
setthe trade. There is nota really good 
demand for any sort of grain, though 
barley is not so completely dead as it 
was and there is something doing all 
along the iine. No change has been 
made in the city price of flour, which is 
quoted as follows:

Canal freights slacked off an eighth 
Saturday, wheat shipping at 2%c to 
New York. Business has been fair and 
losses small. The only cargo that was 
completely wet this season was that of 
the boat John Anson, which is now on 
the bottom at Little Falls. 

There is not much complaint on the 
part of flour shippers, some of the rail 
warehouses being pretty well filled up, 
though the supply would not last long 
if there were no other source of supply. 
Occasionally a Minneapolis agency con- 
fesses to inability to fill a baker’s order. 

There is some difference of opinion as 
to the ultimate effect of the dock strikes. 
The wild lake fleet is making money 
rapidly, as grain, ore, coal and lumber 
freights are high, yet there are those 
who claim that the roads are doing all 
they can to undermine the lake trade 
and are using the strike to aid them.

Robert H. Hebard, one of the best 
known transportation men on the lakes, 
was found dead in his bed Saturday 
from uremic poisoning. He had not 
been ill and attended to business Fri- 
day as usual. He was general manager 
of the ‘'Soo”’ line, and Buffalo agent of 
the Lake Erie line. His age was fifty- 
two years. 

There is a continuation of the freight- 
handlers’ strike. The roads owning the 
docks and houses refuse to deal with the 
men, and tie up most of their line 
steamers as they come in, Nearly the 
whole of the package-freight fleet is now 
here. Some outside men are obtained, 
so that flour moves at a certain slow 
rate, though it is now coming largely 
all rail. The line steamers say that itis 
useless to negotiate with the men, as 
they will not stick to an agreement and 
would strike again if one were formed. 
The plan now is to weed them out and 
put in their places men who will work. 
This is a slow process and will cripple 
the lake flour trade for a time at least. 
Some steamers have been here a fort- 
night. Oceasionally one is unloaded, 
but mostof them are lying here with 
crews discharged,

Some mills ran on full time, 
though the majority did not crowd their 
capacity. A marked feature of the 
week, and in fact of many weeks past, 
was the good demand for feed at fairly 
satisfactory prices. No new features 
developed in regard to the growing 
crop; in fact, there scarcely could, for 
the possibilities of that had been pretty 
clearly estimated several weeks ago, 
and conservative millers adhere to the 
opinions expressed at various times in 
these columns. 


FROM THE TRADE, 


Walsh-De Roo Milling Co., Holland: 
‘tFlour was dull last week; low-grades 
sell best, comparatively. Demand for 
feed is excellent.”’ 

W.S. McArthur, W. & A. McArthur 
Co., Ltd., Cheboygan: ‘'Local demand 
for all grades of flour is excellent. We 
do not do much exporting. Feed is 
moving slowly.” 

Bela W. Jenks, secretary J. Jenks & 
Co., Sand Beach: ‘'Flour last week 
was rather quiet, both domestic and for- 
eign. In fact there was no export de- 
mand whatever. All grades of tiour are 
selling about the same. Demand for 
feed is good at fair prices.”’ 

John C, Liken & Co., Sebewaing: 
‘tFlour and feed trade very good with 
us inthe lagt two weeks. We are run- 
ning our Sebewaing mill full time and 
our Unionville mill three-fourths time. 
Wheat is about all marketed. Weather 
is favorable for the growing crops.” 

David Stott, Detroit: ‘‘All grades of 
flour were in good demand during last 
week, both for domestic and export ac- 
count, and all asking quick shipment. 
Feed is also in urgent demand at ad- 
vanced prices. From the course of the 
market, one would think that the condi- 
tion of the wheat crop had very much 
improved.” 

R. J. Hamilton, White Pigeon: 
‘'*There has not been much change in the 
domestic flour market except that for- 
eign trade has shown alittle more life. 
Low-grade is the drug on the market 
just now, there being a better demand 
for feed than formerly. Wheat fields in 
this section are being pastured or 
plowed up and planted to other crops.”’ 

F. Thoman & Bro., Lansing: ‘We 
have been running both our mills quite 
strongly and have had a good demand 
for our flour at fair prices. Wheat is 
now moving very slowly, and with water 
low, we shail needs’ slow up a little. 
Feed is in good request and selling easi- 
ly. All crops are in need of rain. Indi- 
cations are for an early harvest; say first 
week in July or thereabouts. Prospects 
very fair for a medium crop of good 
quality.” 

Titus & Hicks, Battle Creek: ‘tTrade 
has improved a good dealin the last ten 
days. The demand for patent is very 
good, and with the small amount of 
wheat being marketed, it troubles us to 
fill our orders. Prices are somewhat 
better, but they are not what they should 
be, compared with price of wheat. The 
growing wheat has improved very much, 
in this section of the state in the last 
two weeks, and we think we will have 
fully 80 per cent of our average crop. 
The quality now promises to equal last 
year’s.”’ 

Voigt Milling Co., Grand Rapids: 
'tLast week, business in flour, owing to 
depreciation of wheat, was rather slow. 
Foreign limits were below cost. Mill- 
feed is selling freely; we are sold ahead. 
The better grades of flour seem to be 
more called for, at least with us. There 
is no change as to the wheat crop. Corn 
is getting along fairly well. Oats are 
going to be good, However, there is 
considerable complaint of rust. We have 
not changed our opinion in regard to the 
outcome of the crop from our last re- 
ports.”’ 

Robert Henkel, secretary Commercial 
Milling Co., Detroit: ‘'Trade is very 
quiet, except on corn goods for export, 
which are booming just now. We quote:

The movement of the flour market 
during the week has developed no radi- 
eal change. It is a quiet, easy-going 
affair, prices chasing wheat up and 
chasing wheat down again. Sales were 
made at about $4.10 for the outside, and 
in a few cases $4.15 for standard patents. 
At the close the feeling was easier and 
$44.05 was bid for good patents. The 
sales were largely in small lots. The 
lower grades have moved slowly and 
were down to $3.90 at the close. Itseems 
eurious with what a small amount of 
fiour the trade is getting along. Itis 
not at all likely, though, that the 4,000,- 
000 people in Greater New York and the 
suburbs are eating any less flour than 
usual. The consumption, according to 
the estimates, should be about 4,000,000 
bbls per year, or 1,000,000 bbls every three 
months, besides the exports from this 
port. The trade as reported on the Ex- 
change is disappointingly small, but 
an average of 10,000 bbls per day, besides 
the sales of the city mills would supply 
this entire daily consumption, and the 
exports besides. It is a small day when 
that amount of flouris not sold. Such 
an estimate, of course, does not take in- 
to consideration the amount of flour sold 
and resold, which naturally greatly in- 
creases the volume of trade. 


* 
The feeling regarding the spring 
wheat flour market appears to be that 


there is going to be plenty of new spring 
wheat, and the vast movement of old 
spring wheat takes all the snap right 
out of the trade. The local buyers can- 
not be made to stock up in view of this 
promise of affairs, believing that it is 
only a short time before the continued 
large movement of wheat will begin to 
have an effect on the offerings of flour 
for forward shipment. The trade in the 
lower grades of winter wheat flour was 
ata standstill all the week. There is 
little or no demand, and prices were cut 
from 5e to 10c without making any great 
impression on the market. Extra choice 
qualities of the different grades natural- 
ly sell for extreme figures, and sales, 
in some instances, outside the quota- 
tions given are made. The prices are 
not intended, however, to cover the job- 
bing market. The upper grades are 
moving very slowly, and show practi- 
cally no feature.

Rye Flour—Trade is fairly good and 
prices are steadily held at unchanged 
figures for the week. The price at the 
close was quoted at $3.15@3.50, 

Cornmeal—The tone of the market is 
steady. There was slight improvement 
early in the week, but at the close, there 
was very little snap to the trade. Prices 
were unchanged for the leading grades. 
Quotations Kiln-dried, $2.10@2.15. Fine 
yellow at 9%5c@$l; white at $1@1.05; 
coarse at 80/@8le. Hominy $2.50@2.65; 
granulated yellow at $2.15@2.20 per bbl;

Oatmeal—The demand was at times 
quite good. About 7,000 bags were sold 
on Wednesday on private terms. At the 
close of the week prices were as fol-

Pearl Barley—Unchanged for coarse 
and fine at $2.25/@2.75 respectively. 

Millfeed—The millfeed men have been 
getting winter prices in the summer and 
have been selling freely to arrive, but 
itis acurious thing that the spot trade 
has not sympathized with the to-arrive 
situation. The prices on to-arrive stuff 
have been shoved up to a point where 
they are as high or higher than spot 
grades. Coarse bran in 200-lb sacks sold 
at $15.257@15.50 and standard middlings 
are held at $15.50 to-arrive. Flour mid- 
dlings are quoted up to $17.50 for good, 
and red-dog $18@18.25. City feed is $15.50 
for coarse bran in 200-lb sacks.

Coarse Grain—The condition of the 
coarse grain market has been a very sat- 
isfactory one as far as the the local trade 
is concerned. There was an enormous 
demand, particularly for corn. Ship- 
pers took 4,600,000 bus of corn in the 
week, mainly from New York, and there 
is no signs of any let-up in the buying. 
It is quite possible that part of this de- 
mand was due to the reports about the 
drouth inthe Danubian sections, but the 
Danubian exports of corn were very 
heavy last week. The f. 0. b. price on 
corn has dropped from 7c, over Chica- 
go July, f. 0. b. afloat to 6c over. There 
was an active demand for oats for ex- 
port, and prices were firm for spot prop- 
erty, both on the local basis and for ex- 
port. The reduction in the rail rates to 
Ye and lle respectively for corn and oats, 
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is partly responsible for the enormous 
trade and decreasing premiums. Heavy 
white oats are quoted at 7%c over Chica- 
go July f. 0. b. afloat. There was some 
demand for rye during the week, and 
prices were steady, closing at about 65c 
for No. 2 rye, f. o. b. and 65%c for west- 


ern.

Wheat—The market moved quickly 
during the week at times but there was 
no large volume of trade. Prices are 
unsettled between the reports of —— 
on the other side, damage west, and the 
enormous primary movement of grain.

OCEAN FREIGHTS. 

The activity in export business has 
naturally made a larger trade in freight 
room, but the effect on freight prices has 
been disappointing. The rates, instead 
of improving, have sagged off not only 
on berth lots, but on full cargoes. Quo- 
tations at the close of the week were as 
follows: 

Liverpool at 1%d per bu for grain; 
London, 24d; Hull, 3d; Newcastle, 34d; 
Antwerp, 3%d. Full cargoes, 2s 9d. 
Flour rates are 7s 6d to Liverpool, 9s to 
London, 8s 9d to Glasgow, Ils 3d to 
Bristol, 12s 6d to Leith, Hull and New- 
castle, and 10s to Antwerp. 

NOTES. 

The actual exports of flour for the 
week were large, due to heavy clearances 
from Baltimore and Newport News. 

The supply of clear flour here is said 
to be small, and the northwestern mills 
are alleged to be sold up to the middle 
of July on that grade. 

Cuba has been buying some flour re- 
cently, and June 17 5,000 sacks were 
shipped to Havana, which is the largest 
recent shipment, the market having 
been filled up there by big consignments 
after the American occupation. 

Prof. H. D. Wiley, chief chemist of the 
department of agriculture, has returned 
to New York for the purpose of collect- 
ing a large number of food samples for 
analysis, and the result will form the 
basis of discussion for the congression- 
al pure food committee, which will meet 
at New York in September. The com- 
mittee session in Chicago brought to 
light a number of interesting facts re- 
garding adulterated food. 

At the hearing before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, it was brought 
out that New York had recently been 
taking steps to regain lost export trade, 
one change being the cutting in two of 
the inspection charges; second a reduc- 
tion from 8c to 14%e in the differential 
allowed New York,and third,the fact that 
the Brooklyn Wharf & Warehouse Co. 
has, since June 1, been giving free light- 
erage on gain, and the arbitrary charge 
of 4e by the elevators to equalize this 
lighterage, has also been abandoned. It 
was brought out, however, that the stiff 
inspection at New York, particularly on 
corn, did a great deal té drive grain 
from this market. It was also shown 
that while the terminal charges at the 
outports were supposed to be 1c it was 
not maintained.

SHEYENNE RIVER ROLLER MILLS. 


The milling plant of the Sheyenne 
River Roller Mills, at Kindred, N. D., is 
one of the best paying properties in the 
state. The mill is owned by Rustad & 
Kresse, who have operated it for several 
years. Mr. Rustad is a merchant at 
Kindred and leaves the running of the 
mill to H. C. Kresse. The mill is located 
in the heart of the Red River valley and 
around it for miles nothing can be seen 
in the fall of the year but vast fields of 
wheat, flax, oats, rye, barley, and other 
grains, 

The mill enjoys one of the best local 
trades in its section, and though it 
makes 150 bbls of flour per day,its trade 
has increased so rapidly that the plant 
may be doubled. The Sheyenne River 
mill runs day and night regularly and 
in addition to its local trade, a consider- 
able amount of flour and feed is shipped 
annually to outside markets. 

The mill has one of the best dams in 
the state and would furnish power easi- 
ly to operate a plant much larger than 
the present one. A cut showing a view 
of the dam is given in this connection. 
The banks of the river at this point are 
of clay and sand, and the company had 
trouble with the dam atthe start. Now, 
however, after several years of work 
and a great deal of expense the river 
sanks were built up strongly and no 
rther trouble from washouts occurs, 
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It is very interesting to hear Manager 
Kresse relate their experience with the 
farmers when it was announced that the 
dam would be put in. The farmers 
wanted a flour mill but they feared the 
dam would back the river water up and 
flood their farms, which were already 
wet enough, and for this reason they 

rotested vigorously against its going 
in. One day they lined up along the 
river, surveyed the situation thorough- 
ly, appointed a committee to protest 
against the improvement, and finding 
that this was of no avail, employed an 
attorney to enjoin the millers from put- 
ting in the dam. The dam went in, how- 
ever, dnd the same farmers who protest- 
ed against it are regular patrons of the 
mill now,and are pleased that they have 
so good a mill so near to their farms.

A FAIR LAND. 


To all that has been said in praise of 
the glorious new land of Oklahoma in 
the years gone by, it seems possible 
during the present summer to add yet a 
little more and still be within the bounds 
of fact. The apparently wild imagery 
of the ‘tsooner’’ days of the later eight- 
ies have been realized and more, for the 
sun which warms into productiveness 
the blood-red soil of the other-day In- 
dian country shines now ona happy and 
prosperous people. All Oklahoma de- 
pends upon the soil for support; the 
soil has given up its treasures richly 
and prosperity is ruling with a generous 
hand, 

The best part of Oklahoma is revealed 
to the observer in a ride along the San- 
ta Fé south from the border to Oklaho- 
ma City, thence west to El Reno, on the 
Choctaw road, and north on the Rock 
Island to a point only a few miles west- 
ward of the starting place. At scarcely 
any time in this ride is one out of sight 
of waving fields of rich yellow grain or 
bristling stubble dotted thickly with 
golden shocks of ripened wheat. Along 
the Santa Fé the wheat fields are less 
frequent, much of the rich red soil being 
given to corn and smaller grains, with 
a liberal sprinkling of cotton, which is 
each year growing in importance among 
the territory’s harvests. At Guthrie 
alone the receipts of cotton last year 
were more than 27,000 bales, making it 
the most important cotton market in the 
territory. But in volume of business in 
this, the capital city, cotton must .per- 
force share the glory with wheat, for one 
shipper in the town billed out only 63,- 
000 less than an even million bushels 
last year, and he intends to beat that 
record this season. 

When one_ leaves Oklahoma City, 
which rivals Guthrie in being the chief 
city of the two territories and already 
aspires to be the capital, he begins at 
once to get into the part of country de- 
voted almost entirely to hard winter 
wheat. Before that the land through 
which he has passed is sown to both 
soft and hard wheat, but now the hard 
variety rules supreme. El Reno is sur- 
rounded on every side by wide stretch- 
ing fields of hard, black, Turkey wheat, 
than which there is little if any better 
in the world. And then as one travels 
north through gently rolling prairie- 
land hardly yet accustomed to the rude 
touch of the plow, he traverses a long 
stretch of as productive upland as there 
is onearth. Wide expanses of unbroken 
‘tbuffalo” sod are followed in quick 
succession by broad fields of oats, yet 
broader ones of wheat; here corn, there 
waving cane sown broadcast for fodder; 
now a field green with kaffir, and an- 
other making the atmosphere heavily 
sweet with the scent of alfalfa blossoms. 
A scene both pleasant to the eye and 
calculated to occasion in the sordid 
mind thoughts of the yield and the dol- 
lars,—dollars that are to bring happi- 
ness to Oklahoma. And wheat is king 
of all,—king of arealm the oldest part 
of which has scarce numbered its tenth 
year, and the youngest but half that. 

At Kingfisher last year in a single day 
more than 25,000 bus of wheat was re- 
ceived from farmers’ wagons, some of 
them from sixty and seventy miles 
away to the west, all come to market at 
the ‘'greatest primary wheat market in 
the world.’’ Or at least that is what its 
citizens, a few hundred people scattered 
about in frame houses over a few acres 
of ground, claim, and there is no evi- 
dence to dispute this subject of their lo- 
eal pride. 

And as it is with Kingfisher so it is in 
somewhat less degree with a dozen or 
more towns along the railway, many of 
them able to boast rivalry as a wheat- 
receiving point with many more pre- 
tentious railway and market centers. 
And the quality of this year’s record- 
breaking crop promises to be the finest 
in the country. And the people are 
building mills to grind it into white 
flour to feed a part at least of the world. 
Not that there are not already many ex- 
cellent mills of several hundred barrels 
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capacity each, but there is room for more 
and more. 
For it is in Oklahoma, and this year at 
least wheat is king of all.

each way. 

It is reported that the plans for the ex- 
tensive wharves and terminal facilities 
that ©. P. Huntington will establish at 
Galveston are at Houston, the details of 
which are being worked out. One of the 
features is an arrangement whereby 
ninety cars can be loaded ata time with- 
out switching. 

The Rea-Read Milling Co. has been 
organized to build a large flour mill at 
Tulsa, I. T. A 75,000-bu elevator will be 
built in connection with the mill. The 
new company consists of E. S. Rea, H. 
W. Read, and W. T. Read,who are large- 
ly interested in the milling business at 
Coffeyville, Kan. Work has already 
begun. 

Work will soon begin on the Houston 
ship channel. Capt. C. S. Richie, U.S. 
engineer, has received orders to proceed 
with the building of the deep sea 
dredge, for which $125,000 has been ap- 
propriated out of the $300,000, The work 
of surveying the channel will begin at 
once, and actual work on the 25-foot 
channel will commence soon, 

John Reymershoffer, Jr., of the Texas 
Star Mills Galveston, recently returned 
from a two-months’ trip to the West In- 
dies. He reports trade at a stand-still 
in Cuba and Porto Rico. The country 
is overstocked with goods of all kinds, 
much of which has been consigned and 
is being sold for less than the goods can 
be bought for in the regular way. 

There is considerable conflict in ship- 
ping circles over the two acts of the 
Texas legislature relating to rebating 
and the protection of the face value of 
bills-of-lading. The commission has 
begun an active campaign against ship- 
pers who misrepresent the quality of the 
goods shipped, thereby getting a lower 
rate. Indictments were returned recent- 
ly against a Cincinnati firm at Dal- 
las, anda Louisville firm at Beaumont, 
Texas, 

A complaint recently came through 
the American embassy at Berlin, Ger- 
many, to the United States department 
of agriculture that the shipments of corn 
from American ports are deteriorating 
in quality, and the department has put 
the matter before the inspectors of the 
various ports, partly by personal visita- 
tion and by circular letters, inquiring 
into the number of elevators at each 
port handling export grain; the mode of 
inspection, whether the inspector is a 
bonded officer or not and how responsi- 
ble, the salary connected therewith, and 
if the grades remain inviolate from year 
to year, and what means are taken to re- 
move impurities from the corn.

CROP PROSPECTS, 


Herewith are given some further re- 
plies to my inquiry of the trade as to the 

eneral opinion of the crop prospects in 
South Russia and the Danubian prov- 
inces, also as to the prospects of the lo- 
cal crops: 

Green & Gowlett, London: ‘'The pros- 
pects of the grain crops here (Catherine 
Court) are very bad, not a blade to be 
seen. From all we can hear, and from 
inquiries today, the reports from Russia 
are bad.” 

Chamberlain, Pole & Co., Bristol: 
‘The grain crops in our district look 
well and much improved by the fort- 
night’s warm weather. Everything, 
however, is still rather behind the aver- 
age condition at this date.” 

Kruger, Darsie & Co., Liverpool: 
‘tAround Liverpool is not much ofa 
wheat-growing district, but we have not 
heard any complaints about the pros- 
pects. As to South Russia and the Dan- 
ubian provinces, they are rather unfa- 
vorable, but particularly so in the south 
of Russia, according to most accounts, 
and we think the crops in these districts 
will prove to be rather short.”’ 

John MeNairn & Co., Glasgow: ‘'The 
growing grain crops in our vicinity nev- 
er were better. As to our impression of 
the wheat crop prospects in South Rus- 
sia and the Danubian provinces, we do 
not think they are as bad as reported.” 

Arch. Hamilton & Sons, Glasgow: 
‘The growing crops in our vicinity look 
very well where the soil is good. Heavy 
clay lands are suffering from the sur- 
face having baked hard with the long 
drouth after so much rain.”’ 

John Jackson & Co., Glasgow: ''Grow- 
ing “- look fairly well, generally. 
Hay will be a light crop and oats are 
somewhat patchy. The weather is warm 
and sunny. All the advices we have 
point to a short crop of all articles in 
the Danubian provinces and South Rus- 
sia.”’ 

R. & H. Hall, Ltd., Westport: ‘'Crops 
all round are looking splendidly. Rain 
would be welcome now and the weather 
looks as if the rain is not far off.” 

Ledeboer & Van der Held, Rotterdam: 
‘'The growing wheat crop in this coun- 
try promises to be very good. Reports 
from the Danube and South Russia are 
generally unfavorable.”’ 

Nicola, Koechlin & Co., The Hague: 
‘The growing crops generally look 
healthy around here and in Belgium. 
In France they are rather thin on light 
soil, but elsewhere they are splendid. 
In Germany the rye crops are not quite 
ripe, and the wheat crops are normal. 
The Danubian provinces will only have 
half a crop and Russia is 10 per cent be- 
low the average.”’ 

Carl August Herrmann, Hamburg: 
‘tIn this vicinity the grain crops are 
suffering considerably from the drouth.”’ 

Henry P. Newman, romnens: ''\Judg- 
ing from the present state of the fields I 


think the grain crop this year will turn 
out satisfactory here, but it is very nec- 
essary that we should have some rain in 
a short time.. The reports from South 
Russia and the Danube are very unfa- 
vorable; 40 to 50 percent of the wheat 
crop in these countries is considered 
lost in consequence of the drouth.”’ 
Adolf Goldschmidt, em ''The 
new grain crop in our vicinity looks 
pretty well as winter crops, whereas 
summer crops do not look as well. With 
regard to wheat crops in South Russia 
and the Danubian provinces, I am not 
very well informed about these but I 
have ere that they have suffered 
through the extreme dryness.”’ 
Lohse & Co., Copenhagen: ‘tThe pros- 
to of the wheat crop here are extraor- 
inarily good, but rye prospects are not 
so favorable. Barley and oats will be 
ood if rain sets in soon. Our grass- 
elds need rain badly and the hay yield 
looks at present as though it would be 
very scanty.”’

‘‘BEATING THE BOUNDS’’—AN ANCIENT 
CUSTOM.

This cus- 
tom is dying out now and has not been 
kept for the last six years. However, 
the authorities of the parish of St. 
Sepulchres determined to beat their 
bounds this year, and, accordingly, on 
Ascension Day the rector, churchward- 
ens and other officials, accompanied by 
a number of boys carrying long peeled 
willow stocks started out on this amus- 
ing expedition. All the notable points 
in joc gets y are visited and soundly 
flogged, and this year the ceremon 
was carried through with al! the formal- 
ity and stateliness of old times. 

The party started from the vestryroom 
in Giltspur street and marched to 
Christ’s hospital, which is the Bluecoat 
school. There they had a number of 
marks to beat and they did it well,cheer- 
ing heartily all the while. Then they 
crossed the road and beat marks on the 
prison wall of Newgate, which gaol is 
shortly to be pulled down and this is 
probably the last time these marks will 
ever be beaten. The places beaten in this 
way were very numerous, and passers- 
by, to whom this curious custom was un- 
known, looked on with astonishment. 
Every now and then one of the boys was 
bumped on the ea ag og by a church- 
warden in order to fix in his memory the 

arish limits. The boys were not at all 

oth to go through the ordeal, though it 

could not possibly have been pleasant, 
for they were suitably rewarded for each 
bump, which compensated for any 
momentary inconvenience they might 
have to suffer. The rector cheered; the 
churchwardens cheered; the boys 
cheered; the spectators cheered, and the 
quaint ceremony was full of fun and 
amusement.

THE DERBY. 


Derby Day was welcomed by thou- 
sands of people, especially by London- 
ers. It was a glorious day, a perfect sum- 
mer’s day and those who intended to 
spend iton Epsom Downs were not dis- 
appointed when ge looked out of their 
windows early in the morning. It was 
this day that the principal horse-race of 
the whole year was to be run, and horse- 
racing is-a sport Britishers dearly love. 

Joming into the city in the morning 
one'saw a continuous line of vehicles 
along the a thoroughfares, and 
they were filled with people decked out 
in their finest clothes, all colors of the 
rainbow, who were bent on having an 
enjoyable time on this day of | ae 
There was the coster’s cart drawn by a 
donkey and filled with all the members 
of his family, from-his old- woman’ re- 
splendent in crimson plush, or violet 
silk, and an immense hat covered with 
ostrich feathers of a brilliant hue, down 
to the wee youngster that could hardly 
talk or even walk. Then there is the 
tradesman’s van, and the furniture van 
with Windsor chairs arranged inside to 
seat the merry party, and coaches, 
brakes, traps, cabs, busses, motor cars, 
a large number of the latter being seen 
on the road this year, and every con- 
ceivable vehicle. Besides the thousands 

oing by road, thousands more go by 
rain, and at Waterloo, Victoria and 
London Bridge stations the crowds were 
immense, and train followed train as 
quickly as safety allowed. 

On the downs the crowd was the big- 
gest on record. London seemed simply 
to pour itself on the downs. At all 
points of advantage on the course there 
were overflow crowds, at the starting 
point, at the mile-post, on the hill and 
at Tattenham corner. But all do not go 
to the Derby to see the race, Epsom 
Downs has numerous other attractions, 
the boat-swings, the roundabouts, the 
cocoanut shies, the niggers, and above 
all the shady nooks for picnicking. The 
main crowd, however, was gathered on 
the course, a great black solid mass of 
human beings, and on the stands were 
many royal and distinguished people. 
The Prince of Wales was there, as a 
matter of course, Lord Rosebery, the 
Duke of Westminster and many others, 
The day was a grand success; the race 
was exciting and dramatic, and at the 
end of the day many were sorry that the 
hours had sped so quickly. 


THE RACE, 


The favorite this year was Flying 
Fox, a horse belonging to the Duke of 
Westminster, and a special feature of 
the Derby this year was that a French 
horse, a grey colt named Holocauste, was 
pear | in the race. This horse is a 
splendid thoroughbred and a crack race- 
horse, having won many honors for it- 
self in the French races, and its owner, 
M. Jacques de Bremond, was particular- 
ly desirous that it should win the Derby. 

The horse had the appearance of a 
steeple-chaser and was not at all pretty, 
having avery ugly head, and on the 
preliminary canter before the great 
race it was noticed that it was clumsy 
on its feet; he did not lift clean and was 
not nearly so well actioned as any of the 
others. owever, with his splendid 
record behind him, it was feared that he 
would be the victor and vanquish the 
British champion in the race so dear to 
the British } ues Tod Sloan, the 
American jockey, was riding Holo- 
causte, and Mornington Cannon rode 
Flying Fox. 

There was a prolonged delay at the 
start and everyone’s patience was much 
tried, but at last the twelve runners 
started and Flying Fox and Holocauste 
were the first away. Flying Fox led at 
first, but Holocauste overtook him and 
there was every prospect of a great 
struggle between the two. But Flying 
Fox again forged ahead, though Holo- 
causte was going well and strong, ap- 
—,: Soon afterwards he was seen 

peck and to swerve badly and he was 
soon out of the race and his jockey out 
of the saddle and he had to be led away 
to the shelter of a tent. Flying Fox, 
meanwhile, was making his way home 
closely followed by Damocles and Inno- 
cent,two of the horses that were running 
very well, but Flying Fox won by two 
lengths; Damocles, second. 

It was found that Holocauste had 
broken his off fore-leg and the injury 
was so serious that it was necessary to 
put him out of his misery at once. The 
end of this splendid race-horse Holo- 
causte was inglorious, for he was pole- 
axed like a common ox. The crowd 
cheered vociferously when the Duke of 
Westminster went forward to lead the 
colt Flying Fox, into the weighing en- 
closure, but it is no new thing for the 
Duke of Westminster to win the Derby, 
for this is his fourth victory, though no 
ddubt he was immensely pleased to add 
this to his former ones. 

A GARDEN PARTY. 


Last Saturday was a glorious day, the 
sun was shining his very best and it was 
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delightfully warm though not uncom- 
fortably hot, and a better day could not 
have been chosen on which to hold a 
garden party. A garden etd was giv- 
en by Lord and Lady Salisbury at Hat- 
field in honor of the Queen’s eightieth 
birthday, and it was a very brilliant as- 
semblage. As. many as 3,000 invitations 
were sent out for the occasion and a ver 
large majority of them were accepted. 
Hatfield is only a short distance from 
London, about fourteen miles, but it is 
delightful country, and the village is 
very picturesque. It is principally 
noted for being the home of Lord Salis- 
bury, and the park and grounds sur- 
rounding the house are beautiful. As it 
is within such easy reach of London the 
family resides here the greater part of 
the year and Lord Salisbury goes back 
and forth to town nearly every day, evi- 
dently very much preferring his coun- 
try house to his town house. 

Lady Salisbury was unable to receive 
her guests herself on Saturday, being 
confined to her room, so her daughter, 
Lady Gwendolen Cecil, and her daugh- 
ter-in-law, Viscountess Cranbourne, had 
to take her place. Several huge mar- 
quees had been erected, one being espe- 
cially reserved for the royal guests, and 
under an awning on the terrace a buffet 
was arranged. Two bands were play- 
ing in different parts of the grounds, 
the full bands of the Grenadier Guards 
and the Royal Marines. The_ royal 
guests included the Prince of Wales, the 
Duke and Duchess of York, the Grand 
Duke Michael of Russia, the Countess 
Torby and the Crown Prince of Siam. 
The other guests included many re- 
nowned and distinguished people, near- 
ly all the richest and greatest in the land 
being present. The dresses added great- 
ly to the brilliancy of the affair and al- 
most fail of description, though the dai- 
ly papers have tried to describe those 
worn by the principal people. It was a 
brilliant society function, and the beau- 
ties of Hatfield and the bright sunshine 
had no small share in making the garden 
party such a complete success. 

LONDON’S NEWEST HOTEL. 

One would imagine that London must 
have sufficient hotel accommodation, 
with her many immense hotels, besides 
hundreds of smaller ones, but it appears 
that there is still room for another mon- 
ster hotel. The Cecil, which is about 
the largest in London, has only been 
built a comparatively short time, and at 
the time it was being built many thought 
it too large and that it would not pay its 
way, but it has done so and continues to 
do so, and now another immense build- 
ing has been erected. The new one is 
called the Hotel Great Central and joins 
the new Great Central station in Mary- 
lebone. It is built of red-brick and tow- 
ers above the houses in the Marylebone 
road. Toenter it you pass through a 
gateway into an extensive quadrangle. 
At the north end of the quadrangle is a 
flight of steps which leads you to the 
lounge. This has a marble floor covered 
with Turkey carpets, and here, there and 
everywhere are the cosiest of chairs and 
comfortable settees. The staircase and 
main hall is also of marble and is very 
handsome. The coffee-room is large 
enough to seat 400 people and is fur- 
nished and decorated in Italian style. 
The smoking-room is oak paneled and 
is roomy and lofty. The drawing-room 
is a dream of prettiness. The walls are 
paneled in green silk, beautiful soft car- 
pets cover the floor, handsome cabinets 
stand here and there and the sofas and 
chairs are very comfortable though dain- 
tv. There is also a magnificent ban- 
quet-hall, a billiard-room, ete. The bed- 
rooms are furnished in almost royal 
style, and are fitted with a model kind 
of call. This is a dumb waiter on the 
dial of which the ordinary wants of the 
hotel visitor are printed. You put the 
pointer opposite the object you require, 
ring the bell and the servant appears 
with your order. The whole building 
was fitted up by Maple & Co. of London, 
and in the minutest particulars great 
taste has been shown, and they have 
been able to combine beauty with com- 
fort, so that the Hotel Great Central is 
one of the most magnificent and luxu- 
rious hotels in London. 

A FEMALE HAMLET. 

The newspapers this morning all com- 
ment at considerable length on the new 
version of Hamlet that has been put on 
the Adelphi boards by Madame Sarah 
Bernhardt. She herself impersonates 
Hamlet, and her conception of the char- 
acter of the prince is so entirely different 
from the character generally attributed 
to him that one searcely recognizes that 
itis Hamlet. She gives him the French 
characteristics, and makes him a pleas- 
ant, humorous, gay, boyish prince, very 
impulsive and energetic, a distinct con- 
trast to the slow, moody Dane we are ac- 
customed to. 

The play has been admirably trans- 
lated into French prose by Eugene Mo- 
raud and Marcel Schwob, but the crit- 
icisms that I have read say that it 
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is almost ludicrous. to hear some of the 
well-known lines rendered in the very 
matter-of-fact language. A good many 
familiar passages are omitted, but stiil 
the piece is very long and the perform- 
ance on Monday lasted till midnight. 

The company is an excellent one and 
the acting is very fine; the helia is 
especially good, the part being taken by 
Mme. Marthe Mellot; but all eyes and 
ears were for Sarah Bernhardt. From 
beginning to end the audience was un- 
der the spell of her voice and actin 
and after every act she was called a 
recalled and -the house cheered itself 
hoarse. She-is at her best in scenes of 
action, for in the soHiloquies, which are 
very long and as all the poetry has been 
taken out of them in the translation, 
demand a great variety of expression, 
she was often’ monotonous and artificial. 
The new Hamlet, however, will be sure 
to draw full houses and London will 
— to see the great actress in her new 
role.

ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 


The President in his message to con- 

ress on May 1, said that it was abso- 
utely necessary that reform should take 
place in the administration of justice 
hroughout the country, as the mal-ad- 
ministration of justice was being car- 
ried on to such an extent as to seriously 
damage the reputation of the country, 
and was keeping immigrants from our 
shores and also preventing European 
investors from trusting any of their 
money to the government. 

At first it was thought that nothing 
would come of the remarks, but the 
news was well received and congress 
appointed a committee to look into the 
different charges that had been lodged 
against some of the judges. At their 
very first sitting it was resolved to im- 
peach a judge of the supreme court 
whose name has always been a byword 
among litigants; also the federal 
judge in La Plata,who has become quite 
notorious from the one-sided verdicts 
that he gave and which always went to 
the side that had the most spare cash. 

This beginning was thought favorably 
of by the public, but a howl of indigna- 
tion has been raised by the tovernment 
giving a commission to the judge of the 
supreme court to write a book about the 
country for presentation at the Paris ex- 
position; and this very book is to treat 
on the securities that await the immi- 
grant. The judge in the meantime has 
resigned his position in the supreme 
court and hopes in that manner to es- 
cape punishment; but public opinion is 
not to be insulted in that manner, and 
congress is determined that he shall be 
yunished. The government has annulled 
he decree that appointed him a special 
commissioner. ; 

I have been led to write about this 
question of the mal-administration of 
justice in this country, as it is affecting 
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us to a very considerable extent, for 
such a byword has it become, especially 
in the provinces, that the immigrant is 
frightened, as he has learnt that for him 
there is no justice and that he can ex- 

ect no mercy at the hand of the camp 
ustice of the peace should he ever be so 
unfortunate as to fall into his clutches. 

To such a pass have things come that 
today the immigration returns are only 
slightly in excess of the emigration re- 
turns, and the attention of the press has 
been drawn to the anomaly. portion 
of the press is endeavoring to prove that 
the reason for the exodus of the farm 
hands is on account of the cheap pass- 
ages the steamship compani¢s are now 
offering; others state that the same exo- 
dus takes place every year about this 
time. The case is a serious one for the 
country. We can take care of at least 
100,000 oe a year, but when the 
account has been made up for this year 
it will be found that the excess of im- 
migrants will scarcely reach a tenth part 
of the number for whom we have room. 

This seandalous want of morality on 
the part of the government in connec- 
tion with the ex-judge of the supreme 
court has had a sinister effect in the 
London market, where this country is 
endeavoring to float a loan, but after the 
events of the past few days, I am afraid 
that nothing will come of it. Consider- 
able indignation has been shown by the 
local — in connection with the float- 
ing of the loan, and it is incensed that 
China can float a loan on much better 
terms than the bankers are offering us. 
However, the public fails to see that the 
fault lies at ourown door and that the 
difference in the terms only comes from 
the fact that in Europe there is no confi- 
dence in this country or its law courts 
and that unless the guarantees given are 
such that there can be no tampering 
with the service of the loan no money 
will be forthcoming. 
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The new perunen® of agriculture is 
at work on the compilation of statis- 
tics concerning the late wheat crop.

Lan iy vn in the province of Buenos 
Aires is far superior to that in any other, 
and is to be attributed to the rains that 
fell in the other provinces when the har- 
vesting was being carried on. In March 
the yield in the province of Santa Fé 
was estimated at 940 kilos per hectare, 
but ithas now fallen to 768, and this 
will be even more reduced, for thresh- 
ing operations are delayed and many 
stacks are being destroyed by damp- 
ness. 

The exports for the first four menths 
of the current year stand as follows: 
Wheat, 692,348 tons; maize, 95,548; flax, 
134,995; bran, 19,658; pollards, ’ 37,028 
bags; flour, 10,617 tons. 

The exports of wheat to date are 799,- 
478 tons, and of flax, 145,399. The arriv- 
als of wheat at ports of export to date 
are 1,100,000 tons, and of flax, 155,000. 
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Last week we sent the first gooey 
of flax, 1,160 tons, to the United States, 
after a lapse of at least two years. 

During the last fortnight we have had 
heavy rains and tempestuous weather, 
followed by warm winds and hot sun; a 
state of things little in favor of the 
movement of grain to shipping ports, 
and still less of an improvement in con- 
dition.

The sales of barrels at Superior-Du- 
luth were heavy during the last two 
weeks. 

More half -barrels were used by the 
mills last Week than in a long time, 
one shop alone selling over 1,000. 

Thomas Flannery, for several years 
president of the Northwestern and Hen- 
nepin Barrel companies, has given up 
coopering, and engaged in the poultry 
and dairy business. 

For the week ending June 2 flour- 
barrel stock was unloaded in Minneap- 
olis by five shops as follows: Elm 
staves, 20 cars; heading 8; coiled elm 
hoops, 2; hickory hoops, 1. 

The sales of barrels by five shops last 
week represented the consumption of 
241,000 patent coiled hoops and 122,000 
hickory hoops. The sixth shop in the 
city uses practically no hickory hoops. 

It is stated that a few sales of staves 
have lately been made here at $7(@7.25 
per M. Some manufacturers of Michi- 
gan hoops who are holding for $7, not 
caring to sell freely at that price, are in 
the market to buy round lots. 

At the semi-annual meeting of the 
Tight Barrel Coopers’ union, the follow- 
ing officers were elected to serve for the 
ensuing six months: President, Gust 
Schmackenberg; vice-president, Ben 
Rauch; recording secretary, Walter 
Baulk; recording secretary, Fred C, Si- 
mon; financial secretary, Frank Hess; 
treasurer, John Kelled; sergeant-at- 
arms, Henry Hess; inside guard, Will- 
iam Ehlers; outside guard, Fred Block; 
reporter for the Coopers’ Journal, Leon- 
ard Schmitz. 

There was very little change in the 
number of barrels sold by Minneapolis 
shops last week, it amounting to a de- 
crease of less than 1,000. Thesales were 
about equal to the average for four years. 
The shops furnishing the Washburn 
mills continue to do the heaviest busi- 
ness, and they are likely to make good 
sales for some time to come. The make, 
unlike several preceding weeks, was 
somewhat less than the sales. The out- 
look for local coopers is very favorable. 
With domestic stocks of flour generally 
conceded to be light, the home demand 
for flour is pretty certain to be of good 
volume, and a generous use of wooden 
packages would be a natural sequence. 
Again, the present prospects are that the 
northwest will have a larger crop of 
wheat than all the winter wheat states 
combined, and this the better prepares 
the northwest to do a large and prosper- 
ous business, in which the coopers 
should share.

Michigan 
staves are firmly held at $6.75 per M. A

There is es among local 
shops about the effect upon them of the 
movements of the United States Flour 
Milling Co. Should this company ac- 
quire the five Consolidated mills, as 
many believe it will do; it is thought 
that George H. Christian, as a condition 
of his acquiescence to the deal, will re- 
quire that the bag and barrel business, 
not only of the Consolidated mills, but 
of the Minneapolis Flour Mfg. Co.’s 
mills as well, be given tothe Hardwood 
Mfg. Co., of which Mr. Christian is the 
principal owner. This was his course 
when the present Consolidated Milling 
Co. in 1895 took the Consolidated mills 
for operation, and he will doubtless be 
ready to drive an equally hard bargain 
in the prospective deal. The effect of 
such an arrangement would be to de- 
orive one or two small shops of the bus- 
iness they derive from the Minneapolis 
Flour Mfg. Co., and as a matter of self- 
preservation they would be compelled 
to seek trade from mills outside of the 
Unifed States company. This in turn 
would tend to complicate matters and 
possibly result in a war in barrel prices.

In Rochester, N. Y., the prices — 
for making flour barrels are: Hickory 
hoops, 8c; eight patent hoops, 6c;

C. Heidt & Co.,Jersey City, N.J., are in 
the market for second-hand, freshly 
emptied western lard tierces, and also a 
lot of New Orleans molasses barrels 
with wooden hoops. 

The current issue of the Coopers’ In- 
ternational Journal says: ‘tA move- 
ment is on foot to consolidate the 
Knights of Labor organization with the 
Federation of Labor. The proposition 
came from eastern Knights of Labor as- 
semblies and is being seriously consid- 
ered. All labor organizations should 
get together on friendly terms and work 
as one harmoniously.’’ Recently both 
divisions of the coopers of New York 
city got together and are now working 
in harmony. 

A. F. Zimmerman, superintendent 
cooper, St. Cloud, Minn., who recently 
used a car of gum staves, writes: ‘'The 
best that can be said of gum staves is 
that they should have no place in the 
flour barrel work, being better fitted for 
packages not requiring tight joints. In 
our shop, six coopers are steadily em- 
er, the prices paid for making flour 

yarrels being 9c and 12c on round oops. 
We have recently installed a hand power 
trusser—its work is complete and it 
should be used in all hand shops. We 
have plenty of dry staves on hand now; 
offers geem freer and the quality better.’’ 

Chicago correspondence: The shop of 
John Eizner, located on West Kenzie 
street,which was badly damaged by fire 
recently, has been rebuilt. Mr. Eizner 
says his loss was settled very satisfact- 
orily. He will continue the manufactur- 
ing of tight as well as slack packages, 
using machinery. Temporarily he has 
been operating by hand. Burkharts- 
meier Bros., who handle a great many 
second-hand packages as well as mak- 
ing new packages, report trade fair. 
Their sales of second-hand barrels are 
in excess of the supply. They are work- 
ing about thirty men. Chicago millers 
are paying 3lc for eight-patent-hoop bar- 
rels, and 29c for six-patent-hoop, this in- 
cluding delivery, nails and Red lin- 
ings. The National Coopers’ association, 
consisting of the tight cooperage deal- 
ers of the country, held a meeting at the 
Auditorium hotel here June 22. Their 
next meeting will occur Sept. 20, in St, 
Louis. 

J. Innes, secretary Sutherland-Innes 
Co., Ltd., Chatham, Ont: ‘''The cooper- 
age stock situation has not materially 


changed in the last two months. Stock 
of all kinds is very scarce and prices 
are high, with the Proapect that they 
will go much higher. The majority of 
mills are closed down for the want of 
timber, not having been able to secure 
much last winter; there was only two 
weeks of sleighing altogether. So far 
this season there has been so much rain 
that no trucking has been done. The 
rices of patent coiled elm hoops seem 

be monating higher and higher, es- 
ecially for the eastern trade, and it 


ook as if the hoops which would nat-' 


urally go to the northwest would be di- 
verted to the east, as the prices in the 
east are much higher proportionately 
than in the west. We look for a busy 
season this year. The one trouble is to 
get enough stock to supply the trade. 
Coopers are all purchasing apple-barrel 
atock heavily. In fact, we have cleaned 
out about all of our own apple-barrel 
stock made this year, and of course we 
had nothing carried over from last year. 
We are cutting some apple-barrel stock 
at the mills that are running, but we 
will not be able to produce any very 
large quantity this season.”’

Would Raise the Price of Bread. 


Following the increase of the price of 
meat by the Montreal butchers comes a 
serious proposition by the city bakers, 
or at least a section of them, to raise the 
a of bread. Many of the leading 

»akers of the East End have made an 
energetic canvass of the whole trade 
and are still working hard at the project. 

A meeting of the Master Bakers’ asso- 
ciation, and a mass mé@@ting of master 
bakers generally, was held Saturday, 
June 17, at the St. Joseph’s hall, St. 
Catherine street east, and an effort was 
made to secure a large and thoroughly 
representative gathering. There were 
not more than a dozen bakers present. 

Mr. Gohier explained the object of the 
meeting. i of flour had gone 
up already, and was still on the boom, 
but the price of bread had not been 
raised. As a matter of fact the price of 
bread in Montreal was too low, even be- 
fore the jump in flour prices. Taxes, 
rents and wages had increased very 
materially during the past few years, 
and yet the price of bread had re- 
mained unchanged. As a matter of fact, 
bread is cheaper in Montreal than in 
other cities in Canada where there are 
no business taxes and delivery licenses, 
and where wages and rentals are lower. 
The butchers have found themselves 
compelled to raise the price of meat 
and for similar reasons the bakers would 
find it necessary to increase the price of 
bread at least lc a small loaf. 

Several men present expressed the 
opinion that an increase in the price of 
bread was advisable, but added that it 
would be dangerous to decide upon any 
action in that direction until a more 
representative meeting could be held. 

t was decided to organize another 
meeting to settle the matter as soon as 
possible, a sub-committee being ap- 
pointed to interview absentees and to 
arrange for the meeting. 








Bakers Violate a City Ordinance. 





Certain bakers at Kansas City are re- 
ported to be regularly violating the re- 
cently enacted ordinance of that city 
regulating the stamping of loaves with 
the exact weight, etc., which was pub- 
lished in full in this department some 
time ago. The city license inspector 
has said he will enforce the law to the 
letter, but as yet no action has been 
taken. The larger bakers who were in- 
strumental in securing the passage of 
the law are complying with both its let- 
ter and its spirit. 





Government crop report: Haying has 
continued with light yields in the mid- 
dle Atlantic states, and ortions of 
Michigan and central Illinois. In New 
England, owing to continued drouth, 
the hay crop is almost a failure. In the 
states of the central valleys the crop is 
peeeeelty satisfactory. In the northern 

ocky mountains and Pacific coast 
states the general outlook is reported as 
excellent, the harvest of an abundant 
crop being in progress in Oregon and 
almost completed in California. The 
ranges in Colorado, New Mexico, and 
Arizona are in very poor condition. 





The managers of theNew York Produce 
Exchange have approved an arrange- 
ment made with the marine insuranee 
men whereby the latter assume the risks 
on grain exempted in the Harter act. 
This is in compliance with a demand by 
the London Corn Trade Association that 
a clause be inserted in charter parties to 
cover the risks exempted. For this ad- 
ditional risk, an extra epee is to be 
paid the underwriters of 3c per $100 value 
on approved regular line steamships; 
6c on other regular liners, and 12c on 
full cargo steamships not on regular 
lines. The arrangement is now in force. 
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A MODEL CANADIAN MILL. 


Last April saw the starting up of what 
is doubtless the finest and best-equipped 
mill in Canada, gry that of the 
Frontenac Milling Co, at Kingston, Ont. 
This end was brought about by an am- 
bition on the part of the officers of the 
company to have the finest mill that 
could be built; and with this in view, 
the president, Henry Mooers, and W. J. 
Doble, head miller, came to the States 
in the fall of 1898, to visit the latest and 
best mills and the several manufacturers 
of milling machinery. 

The results of this investigation was 
that a contract was placed with the Nor- 
dyke & Marmon Co., Indianapolis, Ind. 
The work was begun at once, and the 
installation of the machinery took place 
in March last. The mill has been in 
operation since about the middle of 
April. Its capacity is 300 bbls of flour, 
arranged for both spring and winter 
wheat, and is equipped for making corn 
— with capacity for 100 bus per 
10ur 





The mill building is constructed of 
brick, with the interior frame-work of 
slow-burning construction. It measures 
52 feet by 64 feet, and is four stories high 
with a basement of good depth. The 
building is well proportioned, light and 
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roomy, heated by steam and lighted by 
electricity. It is an ideal mill building, 
and no expense was spared to make it so. 

The full swing-sifter system is em- 
ployed, and there are but two reels used 
in the flour mill equipment. The first 
floor is 18 feet in the clear, with a gallery 
or platform overhead on which the ele- 
vator boots are placed, thus utilizing 
all the floor for working space. Besides 
the flour, feed and meal packers, a 9x24 
Nordyke & Marmon three-pair high 
roller mill and a full complement of 
scales are conveniently placed. It also 
contains bins of 1,600 bus capacity for 
holding wheat and corn as received from 
the large elevator adjoining. The main 
shafting, which drives the rolls and 
other machinery above, is arranged over- 
head in a practical and substantial man- 
ner. The power is transmitted from a 
14-foot groove wheel on the engine by 
means of a 1%-inch manilla transmission 
rope. A 300 h-p, tandem compound en- 
gine furnishes the power. One end of 
the first floor of the mill is partitioned 
off for the engine room, giving well-ar- 
ranged and commodious quarters The 
manager’s office is on this floor. 

On the second floor are located two 9x 
36 and six 9x24 Nordyke & Marmon style 
C double roller mills, all placed in one 
line, which presents an attractive ap- 
pearance. This floor also contains two 
9x24 double roller mills for grinding 
corn. The flour, feed and meal bins are 
here arranged over the packers which 
are on the floor below. 

On the third floor are located the fol- 
lowing machines, all of Nordyke & Mar- 
mon Co. make: Two No. 3 double sieve 
return air purifiers with dust collectors 
attached, 1 No. 3 upright bran duster,

ential reels, 1 improved meal drier and 
1 double goose-neck aspirator, these last 
two machines being used on corn goods. 
Here also are located the roll suction 
fan and suction fan for meal drier, and 
wheat, corn, and bran bins. The ma- 
chinery on this and the fourth floors is 
driven by a speed line shaft supported 
by adjustable drop hangers. 

The fourth floor is 10 feet in the clear 
and is well lighted and ventilated. On 
this floor are located 5 swing sifters 
which do the scalping, grading and 
bolting, handling the entire product, ex- 
cepting the low-grade stocks, which are 
treated with the two differential reels. 
The sifters are set up on frame-work 28 
inches above the floor, giving easy ac- 
cess in and around them. These ma- 
chines being self contained and accu- 
rately balanced, run smoothly and quiet- 
ly without perceptible vibration. On 
this floor are also located 4 Nordyke & 
Marmon special round corn reels, 2 Per- 
fection corn cleaners, 1 No. 4 separator, 
1 No. 8 receiving separator, 1 No. 2% 
milling separator, 2 No. 2 horizontal 
close scourers, 1 cockle machine, and 4 
dust collectors for cleaners and roll suc- 
tion. The backers and cleaners are 
‘tInvincible”’ machines. 

The arrangement of the machinery is 
convenient, and shows the careful study

Wheat was dull and depressed, clos- 
ing 2%c lower on cash and 3%c on July 
than the figures of a week ago. Curb 
prices marked a further shrinkage. Re- 
ceipts and clearances were small,stocks 
showing a decrease of 28,666 bus. Cables, 
as a rule, were flat and unprofitable, 
bringing only an occasional workable 
order for a boatload or so of old-crop 
wheat, but none for new. Exporters are 
naturally discouraged, since, with new 
wheat of exceptional quality and condi- 
tion now arriving and with prices rela- 
tively lower here than elsewhere, they 
can do no business. A little old-erop 
wheat is constantly going out on old 
sales, but itis claimed that there is no 
disposition whatever on the part of the 
foreigners to treat for the new-crop 
cereal. The midweek brought some in- 
quiries and closer bids, which led ship-

pers to hope that importers were getting 
ready to take hold, buteven these signs 
of encouragement had all disappeared 
by the close. Freight engagements for 
the week were small, yet something 
was done in both berth room and steam- 
ers, chiefly for corn.

The week just past was eventful in 
cable reports of wheat damage in south- 
ern Russia and the Danubian states and 
lastly of too much rain in the French 
harvest fields. Foreign markets have 
fluctuated. On Thursday and Friday the 
purchases of cash wheat for foreign ac- 
count were very large. The wheat was 
bought so easily as to surprise the pur- 
chasers and the English markets have 
since declined. The accounts from Rus- 
sia, our great wheat competitor, and 
from Roumania, are so radical, with re- 
sults in the former so distressing, that 
nothing but the fact of present adequate 
supplies on both sides of the ocean has 
prevented a large advance. At Budapest 

rices are quoted much higher on al- 
eged unfavorable crop prospects in 
Hungaria, and on the general foreign 
shortage. These reports are continued 
from day to day in the most persistent 
and emphatic language. In addition to 
adequate wheat stocks already referred 
to, | want to emphasize late American 
wheat movement as a leading element 
of depression in prices. At the end of 
this letter it is stated that the receipts 
for the week at nine western points ex- 
ceed the corresponding week in 1898 by 
6,298,000 bus. In four weeks the excess 
over 1898 equals 15,232,000 bus. Since 
July 1, 1898, to June 17, the receipts were 
204,314,000 bus; last year, 168,585,000, 
This torrent of receipts has been a resist- 
less element in the deal and it is a sur- 
prising feature. A reliable authority 
says: ‘'Europe gained 700,000 bus last 
week; America, 689,000, a total increase 
of 1,389,000 bus; whereas, last year, for 
the like week, Europe lost 1,900,000; 
America, 834,000, a total loss of 2,734,000 
bus.”? Inthe last three weeks of June, 
the world’s supplies, according to this 
authority increased 3,962,000 bus; where- 
as, last year they decreased 2,886,000, a 
relatively little matter, but not without 
significance. In the last three weeks the 
American visible increased 3,731,000 bus; 
in the like time in 1898, it lost 4,583,000, 

The immense loss in our winter crop 
created the impression that the remain- 
der of the crop of 1898 would be held 
back, but man proposes and wheat dis- 
poses, and from the'' burnt district” and 
also where the crop is unimpaired, the 
old wheat has been freely coming. An 
atteinpt to measure its continuance 
might result in another surprise, and as 
to the northwestern wheat,—will it never 
let up? 

Spring wheat markets are lower than 
ours and that is an advantage to millers 
of spring wheat. The winter wheat prices 
have been quite unsteady and on the 
breaks it was possible for millers to do 
some business. Our wheat harvest 
promises to be very early and we expect 
new wheat this week.

Mr. Cutter of the National Milling Co. 
reports a full week’s run of their mill, 
but, on the whole, a rather dull market 
for flour. Their sales do not represent 
their entire output, but the markets have 
turned so that they could do some trad- 
ing. Wheat prices have occasionally fa- 
vored them. Millfeed is firm and in 
good demand. The farmers’ sales are 
less free, and it now looks likea de- 
creased movement for a while. 

Mr. Taylor of the Northwestern Ele- 
vator & Mill Co. says: 'tWe have had a 
fair trade in flour this week but at un- 
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workable prices based on Toledo mar- 
ket. Our sales have exceeded our pro- 
duction at Mt. Vernon and Loudonville 
where we are running fall time on wheat 

urchasable at relatively lower prices 
han the Toledo market will permit. 
We were closed down at Toledo all week. 
The offerings of wheat have been liberal 
ja within the last three days, since 
which farmers have been busy reapin 
anew crop.

We expect new wheat in 
this market this week, the earliest in 
many years. .Many people seem to have 
bought wheat lately in a speculative 
way simply. because of a sentimental 
bull fever.’

Prices 
remain close but wheat has worked in 
their favor at times and they placed the 
week’s production at a small profit. 
Millfeed is a shade higher with them. 
Wheat receipts are a little less free than 
last week. 

The output at Toledo for the week was 
16,500 bbls flour.

Resales of Army Flour in Cuba. 





It is very probable that, barring the 
eriod of actual war, trade between the 
Inited States and the island of Cuba 

has never been in such an unsatisfacto- 
ry condition as at present. The trouble 
appears to be that the government has 
overestimated its military subsistence 
requirements in Cuba, and these sup- 
plies are finding their way into general 
consumption at prices, in many instan- 
ces, below the first cost here. 

Not only do the Cuban merchants 
complain of the quiet competition of 
these military supplies in the form of 
private sales of provisions by captains 
of. the various military companies, as 
permitted by the army regulations, but 
they complain of the competition of the 
public auctions of army supplies in the 
chief markets of the island. 

Early this month a sale including 
8,000 bbls of flour was had at Havana, 
and another large sale will begin at 
Matanzas tomorrow and ,be followed by 
still another at Cienfuegos. On the 8,000 
bbls of flour sold at Havana it is esti- 
mated that, counting in the charges of 
freight, insurance, duties and wharf 
charges, the government netted for their 
flour in Havana $7,952 less than for what 
it could have been purchased in New 
York. Under such circumstances, there 
is naturally little hope of a resumption 
of ordinary commercial business.
